atropha curcas, more commonly 
known as tuba-tuba In the Philip- 
pines, Is increasingly catching the 
attention of Filipinos as a promising 
source of alternative fuel. Jatropha 
is not a strange crop among Filipino 
farmers, for it is already part of the 
rural farming landscape being used for other 
traditional uses. Hence, many farmers are now 
looking at Jatropha as a potential economic 
crop. However, while not yet mainstreamed as 
a viable source of biodiesel, Jatropha already 
Seems to be successful in fueling a controversy 
on its viability. 


Quite recently on September 9, 2007, the Talk 
of the Town section of the Philippine Daily 
Inquirer carried the article "Jatropha: What the 
public should know" authored by Professors 
Ted Mendoza, Oscar Zamora and Joven Lales 
of the College of Agriculture, University of the 
Philippines Los Baños (UPLB). The article was 
published presumably to caution the public 
about Jatropha, and coming from renowned 
agricultural scientists, this generated mixed 
reaction from the public. Although these 
scientists belong to UPLB, their study results 
should not be taken as UPLB's definitive 
position on the matter. Rather, it wouid be 
prudent to consider these as the authors' inputs 
1o the Issues relative to the ongoing bulld-up of 
Scientic knowledge and experience on Jatro- 
pha. 


At this point In time, UPLB's position is to 
continue to vigorously pursue research and 
development on Jatropha and biofuels and 
encourage relevant stakeholders to look beyond 
current limitations In search for solutions to 
current concerns--the essence of scientific 
research and development. 


We believe that science-based knowledge Is 
an Indispensable foundation upon which a 
sustalnable alternative fuel program should 
rest. As the leading research university in the 
country whose areas of distinctive excellence 
are In agriculture, biotechnology and the 
environment, UPLB has put together ап R & D 
program on Jatropha and Biofuels which ls 
being carried out with support from various 
institutions including the PNOC Alternative 
Fuels Corporation, DOST-PCARRD, CHED and 
the Bureau of Agricultural Research (BAR) of 
the Department of Agriculture. There are also 
collaborations with the DENR Philippine Forest 
Corporation, 17 State Colleges and Universities 
(SUCs) and the private sector. 


The UPLB alternative fuels R & D program Is 
anchored on our commitment to ensure that 
the growing biofuel industry will have the 
appropriate science and technology sup- 
port. Currently, our В 8 D program is being 
тип by teams of scientists working on Jatropha, 
bioethanol, biogas, solar, hydroenergy, wind 
and biomass, among others, as alternative 
sources of energy. For Jatropha, studies are 
being conducted with respect to germplasm 
collections; varietal improvement; component 
technologies with respect to plant propagation, 
pruning, flower and fruiting management, 
fertility management, pests and diseases 
management; farming systems; plantation 
management; post-production technologies; 
and processing of biodiesel and byproducts. 
UPLB with CHED support is coordinating the 
provenance testing of Jatropha in 17 locations 
Where cooperating SUCs are located. As to the 
amount of oil in the seeds, DOST-ITDI and the 
UPLB team analyzed seeds from local collec- 
tions obtained from various parts of the country 
and found them to yield 28-36 percent oll (using 
solvent extraction). Initial findings of the UPLB 
team also indicated that some Jatropha 


lahar-affected areas; and even mine silted 
areas. Field trials on the use of mychorizza, 
organic fertilizers and other biofertiizers are 
being tested in marginal soils in Laguna, Rizal 
and Quezon. Field trials in lahar areas are 
established in Zambales in cooperation with the 
Central Luzon State University and the Ramon 
Magsaysay Tehnological University. Trial 
planting of Jatropha in mine tailing areas was 
established in Marinduque. Initial results from 
BIOTECH and feedback from farmers indicated 
good response of Jatropha to Mykovam 
Inoculation.

Poor 
farmers should be given opportunities to benefit 
from the biofuel revolution as growing this 
biofuel crops generates additional employment 
and income. Integration of Jatropha with 
agroforestry and agricultural systems such as 
in coconut and hillyland farming are being 
studied.

‘Sweet sorghum, for example, should not 
necessarily compete with com and sugarcane 
for production areas. Sweet sorghum is being 
considered in areas where rice, corn and sugar 
cane cannot be productive because of limited 
irrigation water. In rain fed areas, sweet 
sorghum fits well as a dry season crop after wet 
season rice crop. 


In the same manner, Jalropha is mainly. 
targeted for planting In marginal areas where 
food crops (including sweet sorghum) are not 
planted or cannot be planted. These areas 
Include degraded grasslands; denuded uplands; 


The UPLB team is also working on village-level 
processing of Jatropha. A 1,000 liter per day 
‘coconut oil expeller has been modified and 
initial results are encouraging. The results 
showed 79.5 percent ой extraction efficiency 
using enzymatic processing and reduction in 
reaction time by as much as 30-60 minutes 
during the esterification process. The potential 
of using processing by-products for animal 
feeds, organic fertlizers and production of 
bioplastics are also being explored to add value 
to Jatropha. 


Efforts are being done to start small by explor- 
ing the use of Jatropha to fuel stoves and other 
smal-time vilage-level power generators, 
Efforts are being undertaken in Jomalig and 
Panukulan їп the Polllio Group of Islands to 
plant Jatropha and provide fuel for the energy 
needs of the islands. 


Some practical advise from our team. 
Considering the yet uncharted course of using 
Jatropha as a biofuel, and consequently Its 
Profitability as an economic crop, it may yet be 
unwise for farmers to immediately start big but 
they can start small and be part of the country's 
quest for alternative fuel sources without 
compromising food security in an attempt to 
attain energy sufficiency. 


It is worthwhile to note that Jatropha is not a 
stranger among our farmers. It has been In the

Philippines for quite long and local varieties are 
expected to be better adapted (including 
adaptation to pests and diseases) to Philippine 
conditions. Interested planters may use these 
varieties in their areas as long as they grow 
vigorously, bear fruit, have at least eight 
capsules per cluster, 2-3 seeds per capsule, 
bear at least three clusters per branch per 
fruiting season, and have at least 35 fruiling 
branches. Jatropha start to produce fruits ав 
early as six months after sowing in case of 
plants from seedlings or four months if stem 
Cuttings are used. Yield increases every year as 
there are more fruiting branches developed to 
peak in the fifth year. 


Farmers can plant at least 10-100 plants in 
their fences or in thelr idle lots not necessarily 
investing a fortune or buying that PhP100/kg 
seeds. As farmers plant, they will learn and 
experience things. They can validate among 
others, the effects of some pruning techniques 
оп the amount of fruits, the influence of water 
availabilty and fertlizer management on the 
performance of the crop and the management 
of pests and diseases as well 


Whatever campaigns and promotion we do, we 
trust that small holders are wise enough to test 
things on Jatropha first before they commit 
their whole farm resources to something new. 
It is projected that small farmers will have until 
2009 to study how things are going without 
being left out when things do get better. 


As to the big companies coming in, they have 
thelr own facility to determine the risk and could 
speculate (or research) on the gains. If they go 
big thinking that they can get big chunks of 
lands for their operations, they most likely 
would have to hurdle lots of difficulties unless 
adequate mechanisms aro put in place to work 
with small farmers and provide a plowback 
mechanism for gains in processing. 


The country is approaching an important 
crossroad as it joins the world In search for 
sustainable alternative fuels. At this crucial 
time, It would be well for all stakeholders to do 
thelr part to make sure we choose a path and 
carry on, rather than remain undecided on the 
crossroad,

workers. Martyred in Japan, he is 
seen as an empathetic figure by 
many overseas Filipino workers 
who experience the same loneliness 
and alienation working and making 
sacrifices in foreign lands. 

Manila Archbishop Gaudencio Car- 
dinal Rosales said Lorenzo Ruiz also 
represents the Christianity in the 
hearts of Filipinos in the world.

in God)," Rosales said. 

Every Monday, the faithful at the 
old Binondo Church in Manila pray a 
novena to Lorenzo Ruiz as part of the 
church's devotion to its very own 
parishioner-turned-martyr. 


Feast day 

By praying the novena, they ask 
God to give them strength to make 
great sacrifices, just as Christ deliv- 
егей himself in sacrifice, and just as 
the Filipino saint willingly did, de- 


spite threats of torture in Nagasaki, 
Japan in 1637. 

Twenty years after his canoniza- 
tion on Oct. 18, 1987, Lorenzo Ruiz 
is venerated not only by Filipinos in 
the Philippines but also by Filipino 
communities and pilgrims else- 
where in the world. 

Last week, Rosales said he presid- 
ed over Holy Mass in Seoul, Korea, 
to commemorate the feast day of 
the Filipino martyr. Some 5,000 Fil- 
ipinos attended the event. 

Оп Sept. 23, the Filipino commu- 
nity in New York also held high 
Mass at the St. Patrick's Cathedral, 
presided by Antipolo Bishop 
Gabriel Reyes, to observe the feast 
day of Lorenzo Ruiz. 

Last year, the same high mass in 
New York was presided by Rosales 
and was attended by an overflow 
crowd of 4,000. 

A church in lower Manhattan has 
been named after the Filipino saint. 
The Chapel of San Lorenzo Ruiz, 
which is located on Broome Street in 
New York, is not yet a parish church 


butitis attached to the Philippine Pas- 
toral Center of the Filipino Apostolate 
ofthe Archdiocese of New York. 

Fr. Emo Diaz, the chapel's director, 
told the Inquirer by e-mail that the 
church is located near Chinatown, 
‘owing to the saint’s Chinese origins. 

In Manila, the shrine of San 
Lorenzo Ruiz is located in the heart 
of Binondo. The 40-year-old 
church, which used to be the Parish 
of Our Lady of the Most Holy Rosary 
is now called the Minor Basilica of 
Saint Lorenzo Ruiz, primarily be- 
cause the Filipino saint was a 
parishioner here. 

“We consider it a gift that he was 
from here. Incidentally, he was the 
reason for the raising of the church to 
a minor basilica under his name,” 
said Leonida Aranda, lay president of 
the Basilica's Parish Pastoral Council. 

The area fronting the Binondo 
Church, which used to be the Plaza 
Calderon de la Barca was also re- 
named Plaza San Lorenzo where 
the statue of the martyr now 
stands.

Thanks to ANC which covered the event 
live and practically uninterrupted, the sen- 
ators were given plenty of airtime to per- 
form for the cameras and ensure that those 
with presidential aspirations would some- 
how get noticed by the electorate. That's 
probably why many of them kept going 
back to the bribery issue, never mind if 
their questions had already been answered, 
as they milked what they perceived to be a 
“hot” and "sexy" issue for all it was worth in 
audience recall. 


Cool medium 

Santiago, who probably has already 
shelved her presidential ambitions, got no- 
ticed but for the wrong reasons. Her emo- 
tional outburst did not register well in an 
intimate medium like television which 
prefers cool, calm and collected perfor- 
mances.

Not relevant issue 

How this information was relevant to the 
issue at hand was something that Pimentel 
could not explain. But it was obvious from 
his questioning that he was still smarting 
from the Comelec's proclamation of Sen. 
Juan Miguel Zubiri as the 12th placer in the 
last senatorial elections, instead of his son 
Koko. 

In contrast, the gray-haired Sen. Joker 
Arroyo appeared more statesmanlike, say- 
ing that he would not question Abalos be- 
cause he was biased against him. He added 
that the reason he did not attend the 
proclamation of the winning senators earli- 
er this year was because he did not want 
Abalos to raise his hand. 

Arroyo, who formerly chaired the blue 
ribbon committee, then reminded his col- 
leagues that the NBN hearings were taking 
too much of the Senate's time when it had 
many other bills to tackle, as if to tell the 
current blue ribbon committee chair, the 
very junior Alan Peter Cayetano, that dur- 
ing his time as chair, things moved much 
faster. 

For his part, Cayetano projected fairness 
as he steered the hearing.

But many senators also 
agreed that Neri should have 
been sent home because he was 
obviously sick, another source 
said. 

The executive session was 
over in less than 30 minutes. 

"There was no bombshell,” a 
source said, adding that Neri 
seemed to be wanting to tell the 
truth but "needs a little more 
prodding before he talks." 

The source expressed the be- 
lief that Neri could eventually 
be persuaded to spill the beans. 

Asked if Neri knew some- 
thing that was damaging to the 
President, the source said: 
“Why would he invoke execu- 
tive privilege if it's not damag- 
ing to the President?" 


‘Deathly afrai 

Senate Minority Leader 
Aquilino Pimentel Jr. confirmed 
to the Inquirer that Neri said 
nothing during the executive 
session. 

Pimentel said that was all he 
was going to say because he was 
bound by the rule prohibiting 
senators from disclosing any 
details about their executive 
sessions. 

“Т cannot describe what else 
happened [inside] but- it was 
obvious ‘to me that Neri was 
sick:-We-allowed him to go be- 
cause.he..was xeally sick," Pi- 
mentel said, adding: 

“I think he was sick partly 
due to fear. It was obvious he 
was deathly afraid of what he 
was going to say; that’s why he 
was chilling.” 

Pimentel said he did nothear 
Neri say that what he knew 
could lead to another people 
powerrevolt. 

“This has nothing to do with 
our executive session, but just 
analyzing what happened dur- 
ing the entire hearing, it seems 
to me that he is deathly scared 
of saying something that might 
provide the smoking gun on 
the involvement of the Presi- 
dent or some other people [їп 
the ZTE deal]. But that is just 
my speculation,” Pimentel 
said. 

Asked if he thought Neri 
would eventually talk, Pimentel 
said: "I think so. I have faith 
that he will talk. 

"He is now an object of pity 
and scorn. He can resign, but I 
think he is more worried about 
his physical safety.” 


ARROYO: No, I did not. 
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“I think he tried to help" was 
how a source explained Ar- 
royo's purported move. 

Оп the phone last night, Ar- 
royo denied that he had inter- 
vened. 

“T cannot talk [about it] be- 
cause we have an agreement 
that nothing discussed in the 
executive session will come out. 
But to intervene for Neri, no [I 
did not],” he said. 

Asked if he had tried to pre- 
vent Neri from talking, Arroyo 
said: "Thats terrible backbit- 
ing" 

Arroyo ran under the admin- 
istration ticket in the 2001 and 
2007 elections. In the previous 
Senate he chaired the blue rib- 
bon committee, which was ac- 
cused by opposition Sen. Panfi- 
lo Lacson of sitting on his ex- 
posé about the secret “Jose Pi- 
dal" accounts of the Presidents 
husband. 


Senators' argument 

After Arroyo's motion, Bud- 
get Secretary Rolando “Nonoy” 
Andaya Jr. entered the mem- 
bers-only Senators' Lounge, ас- 
cording to the INQUIRER 
sources. 

Andaya, who succeeded Neri 
in the budget department'came- 
in supposedly to act as the lat. 
ters lawyer. 

A source said the senators 
had an argument about the 
presence of Andaya, who, some 
insisted, should not be acting as 
Мет lawyer because he was al- 
so a member of the Cabinet. 

“It’s hard to predict what he 
(Neri) was going to say, but he 
was about to talk. I think it's the 
presence of Nonoy that stopped 
him," one source said. 

Neri could not be reached for 
comment. Calls and text mes- 
sages to his phone went unan- 
swered. 

On Wednesday, at the third 
hearing of three Senate com- 
mittees looking into the Na- 
tional Broadband Network 
(NBN) project, Neri testified 
that Commission on Elections 
Chair Benjamin Abalos had of- 
fered him P200 million in ex- 
change for approving the pro- 
ject. Abalos vehemently denied 
this at the same hearing. 

In his testimony, Neri said he 
reported Abalos? bribe attempt 
to the President, who told him 
not to accept it 

But when the senators asked 
him one after the other what 
the President had instructed 
him to do about the project af- 

Neri invoked execu- 
ge. 

The senators decided to in- 
уйе him to an executive ses- 
sion. 

Inside the Senators Lounge, 
Neri began to experience chill, 
and by one observer's account, 
it might have been partly be- 
cause he was afraid. 


‘He sat there" 

The sources could not ex- 
plain how Andaya got into the 
picture, but he was seen arriv- 
ing at the Senate a few hours 
before the senators decided to 
take Neri to the executive ses- 
sion. 

“Basta dumating na lang, 
umupo doon (He just arrived 
and sat there)," a source said. 

The sources said Andaya told 
the senators not to press Neri to 
talk because the latter was sick. 

"Then kinalabit na niya si 
Neri,” a source said. 

‘The Inquirer phoned Andaya 
six times yesterday, but he did 
not respond, Andaya, a fellow 
Bicolano, was Arroyo's protégé 
in the House of Representatives. 


Neri's dilemma 

“Another source said Neri had 
no qualms about testifying on 
Abalos’ supposed bribe at- 
tempt. 

“But his dilemma is whether 
he would talk about how he was 
pressured [by the President] to 
approve the contract,” the 
source said. 

'Yet another source said Neri 
was summoned to Malacafiang 
in the wee hours of April 20 to 
endorse the ZTE deal because 
the President was to leave for 
China on the following day to 
witness the signing of the con- 
tract. 

On April 21, Transportation 
and Communications Secretary 
Leandro Mendoza and ZTE 
president Yu Yong signed the 
deal in China with the President 
as witness. 

A source said Neri had told a 
friend that “what he will say 
will possibly cause the Presi- 
dents downfall.” 

The source said Neri, a hard- 
core technocrat, wanted re- 
forms to result from his revela- 
tions: “He said that even if the 
NBN [deal] would be canceled, 
there are still many other pro- 
Jects [that can be the source of 
kickbacks]." 
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The Philippines joined the international 
condemnation of the Burmese junta's vio- 
lent crackdown on a mass uprising led by 
Buddhist monks, which grew from small 
protests against shock fuel price increases 
in August. 

The latest crackdown resulted in the 
death of nine people and the wounding of 
several others. Diplomatic sources inside 
Burma feared the death toll could be higher. 

In unusually blunt language for the Asso- 
ciation of Southeast Asian Nations (Asean), 
the group's foreign ministers, minus that of 
Burma, the other day expressed their revul- 
sion over the crackdown and demanded 
that the Burmese government "immediate- 
ly desist from the use of violence against 
demonstrators.” 

Ms Arroyo was among 40 women leaders,

The President attended the women's 
meeting on the margin of the UN General 
Assembly summit which she addressed.

Math can prevent violence ... 
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A few years back, T tried using math to 
model conflict, specifically how game theory 
(popularized by Nobel laureate John Nash, 
portrayed in the movie “A Beautiful Mind") 
could shed light on the Spratly Islands dis- 
pute and the 1986 Edsa Revolution. 

However, there were too many real-life 
factors that my simple model could not con- 
trol, so I stopped that line of research. 


Complex systems 

But math, it turns out, can prevent vio- 
lence. 

Not game theory this time, but a new 
field called the science of complex systems, 
whose principles have long been used to 
study how chemicals, like oil and water, or 
solid, liquid and gas, behave in the labora- 
tory, and the boundaries between them. Of 
course, humans are certainly more complex 
than molecules. But according to a land- 
mark report that appeared in the presti- 
gious journal Science (Sept. 14, 2007), 
math can help make sense of how different 
groups interact. 

The lead author of the report is a Fil- 
ipino—May T. Lim of the University of the 
Philippines’ National Institute of Physics in 
Diliman, Quezon City. 

“I have always been interested in science, 
as well as music, literature and the arts, al- 
though between science and recess, I would 
have picked recess any day,” Lim says. 

What motivated her to pursue physics? 

“MacGyver! she says—certainly pre- 
scient, because, as any 1980s TV buff 
knows, MacGyver does use his scientific 
skills to combat violence. 

‘The study on math and violence started 
three years ago, in the latter half of 2004, 
shortly after Lim went to the New England 
Complex Systems Institute (Necsi) in Cam- 
bridge, Massachusetts. 

“My personal involvement started about 
ayear lates” she recalls. “1 had been work- 
ing on using modeling to describe other 
systems during my doctorate work at UP 
before that. But my mentor and co-author, 
Necsi president Yaneer Bar-Yam, started re- 
search on violence seven years ago in his 
book 'Making Things Work." 


Boundaries 

More than 100 million people have died 
in ethnic violence in the last century. Re- 
searchers try to pinpoint probable roots, 
such as resource competition, territorial 
squabbles, economic competition. 

But Lim and Bar-Yam, together with 
Richard Metzler, now focus on something 
that has been neglected so far—the bound- 
aries between different groups. 

“We performed statistical analyses com- 
paring the predicted to the reported vio- 
lence, evaluating the ability of the model to 
determine both where violence occurs and 
where violence does not occur,” the scien- 
tists report. 

Different ethnic, cultural or social groups 
interact in various ways, depending on how 
much they are mixed. Social and political 
factors can trigger violence, but it is more 
likely to occur with specific types of bound- 
aries. 

What boundaries? For one, violence 
tends to occur when boundaries between 
different groups are not clear. 

"When a group is large enough to impose 
its cultural standards publicly, but not large 
enough to prevent them from being broken, 
violence normally occurs," Lim says. 

Think of islands or peninsulas composed 
of one cultural group, surrounded by a dif- 
ferent one. These areas may most likely be 
come hotspots of violence because the 
boundaries are not well-defined. 

By studying census figures, Lim and her 
group discovered that unclear boundaries 
were linked to violence during the Bosnian 
wars in the former Yugoslavia and recent 
conflicts in India. 

For their study on India, the scientists 
created a map based on the 2001 census 
showing the relative population sizes of dif- 
ferent groups like Hindus, Muslims, Chris. 


tians, Sikhs, Buddhists and Jains. 

By looking at the boundaries between. 
the groups, they predicted—with an aston- 
ishing 90-percent accuracy—locations of 
extreme violence, especially in Kashmir, 
Punjab and other areas in Northwest India. 

The scientists also predicted accurately 
that other areas would have lesser violence, 
such as Jharkhand. 


Good fences 


To prevent violence, policymakers need 
to identify areas at risk and make bound- 
aries clearer. ("Good fences make good 
neighbors,” said the poet Robert Frost.) 

True, groups that are separated by clear 
boundaries can still experience some an- 
tagonism because of other reasons. But 
boundaries prevent mixing, which mini- 
mizes the chance of violence. 

The scientists cite Ireland as an example. 
Because of historical and religious differ- 
ences, we should expect unstoppable con- 
flict there. But because of clear boundaries 
that hinder much mixing, violence has gen- 
erally been prevented in the past years. 

Does this mean that we should erect 
fences among us, the higher the better? 

Not exactly, and certainly not all the 
time, say the scientists: "Caution is war- 
ranted to ensure that the goal of preventing 
Violence does not become a justification for 
it. Even a peaceful process of separation is 
likely to be objectionable." 

They urge us to think about negative ef- 
fects of separation, such as displacement of 
populations. But there is another way. 


Thorough mix 

A friend told me once that he almost 
came to blows with a neighbor over the task 
of clearing a giant tree felled by a typhoon: 

"The tree lay practically between our 
gardens. After much argument, we finally 
came to our senses and cooperated. He 
cleared the tree, and I paid him for it" 

This brings us to the second result of 
Lim's study—one 1 find more congenial 
than erecting high fences. Violence can be 
prevented by thoroughly mixing different 
groups so that islands and peninsulas do 
not even form. 

The study confirms what my Singapore- 
ап colleague told me. In Singapore, more 
than 80 percent of the population live in 
public housing, where rules specify the per- 
centage of ethnic groups occupying hous- 
ing blocks. 

National laws force cultural mixing, and 
various peoples literally have no choice but 
to live and grow up side by side. There are 
social tensions at times, but violence is gen- 
erally absent. 

Why is this so? In places where people 
are highly mixed, no group becomes big 
enough to develop a strong identity, or to 
impose its culture on others. 

Groups "are neither imposed upon nor 
impose upon other groups, and are not per- 
ceived as a threat to the cultural values or 
social and political self-determination of 
others,” the scientists say. 


The RP case 


Lim and her group believe that their 
work can be applied to deal with violence in 
Iraq and Africa. The model has yet to be ap- 
plied to the Philippines. 

“That would be an interesting project,” 
Lim must 

She adds: “The key is to understand how 
the boundary structure of the population 
and the geography interact. When violence 
is sporadic, like what happens in our coun- 
try, the conditions are likely to be just bare- 
ly meeting those that promote violence. 

"Ethnic violence is a very serious prob- 
lem. But now we have the ability to help 
prevent it using a scientific approach." 

Lim's research has already proven my 
“suki” right. As long as different groups mix. 
closely together, as they do in the Green- 
hills tiangge, there is hope for us.

“Every Saturday, Chula partici- 
pated in an activity called Opera- 
tion Love Joy at Carpenters, where 
she painted alongside homeless 
people and recovering drug ad- 
dicts,” Jones recalled. "It was a very 
good therapeutic activity for her." 

Chula's positive experience in- 
spired Jones to bring the activity to 
the Philippines. In February, she in- 
troduced herself to John Feight, 
prime mover of the Foundation for 
Hospital Art. 

"Their mission is to make every 
single hospital in the world a beau- 
tiful place for healing,” she said. 


Spreading the cheer 

When Jones learned that Feight 
was going to South Korea to orga- 
nize painting activities in three hos- 
pitals there, she convinced him to 
drop by the Philippines to spread 
cheer at the AFPMC, an institution 
close to her father's heart 

Feight, who has been in the busi- 
ness of uplifting the souls of sick pa- 
tients and their families the last 
three decades, happily obliged. 

“I used to be in the advertising 
field in New York and Atlanta,” 
Feight told the Inouinen, adding that 
he began painting out of frustration. 

It was while volunteering at a 


hospital that he experienced a com- 
plete turnaround in his life, 

"When I started painting, a little 
girl touched me and said she want- 
ed to paint,” Feight narrated. The 
girl, he said, had been severely 
burned in a car explosion. 

The experience prompted him to 
form a nonprofit foundation dedicat- 
ed to making hospitals a happier place 
for sick people and their loved ones. 

"When patients paint, they just 
think about what they are painting 
and not [about] their illness. People 
who do art, feel half the pain and get 
ош of the hospital in half the time,” 
Feight said, adding that they have al- 
ready done over 30,000 paintings 
for 1,500 hospitals in 179 countries. 


Releasing the mind 

Cpl. James Leonen is set to un- 
dergo a special operation to regain 
the use of his left leg. 

The 38-year-old soldier from La 
Union said painting "released" his 
mind from his present condition. 

“Tve seen it all... bloody encoun- 
ters are а way of life for us,” Leo- 
nen, who has been confined at the 
AFPMC fora year, said in Filipino. 

He recalled the afternoon in July 
2006 when communist rebels in 
Masinloc, Zambales, shot him in the 
leg. The encounter left two soldiers 
wounded and two members of the 
New People's Army dead. 

“But that wasn't the worst battle 
Yd seen ot experienced,” Leonen 
said. The worst, he said, was ап op- 
eration in Kalinga Apayao 16 years 
ago when their troops had encoun- 
ters with rebels every night. 


Forgetting the pain 

When asked what he thought of. 
the painting activity sponsored by the 
Ramos family and Feight’s group, 
Leonen grinned like a little boy and 
said: “While concentrating on my 
painting, I forgot about my pain." 

But after he and his companions 
finished their paintings and had

gone back to their usual routine at 
the hospital, he started recalling his 
experiences in the war. 

“1 guess it's a good idea to have a 
regular activity like this. It really 
helps,” Leonen said.

Karen Wilbanks, whose family 
formed the Robert and Polly Dunn. 
Foundation that sponsored the Mahi- 
la paintfest, described the activity: 
Patients are given a kit which consists 
of paints, brushes and six canvasses 
with pre-traced subjects. Patients 
paint as a group and when they fin- 
ish, the six paintings form a mural. 

“Weve touched so many people all 
over the world, Wilbanks said, 
adding that it was inspiring to see pa- 
tients’ attitudes change in the process. 

"At first, the patients stand back 
and watch us paint. Eventually they 
try it. By the time they finish, they 
don't want to stop painting,” 
Wilbanks said with a chuckle. 

According to Feight, the activity 
has a positive effect on soldiers who 
have gone to war and have seen the. 
worst of humanity. 

“We're already sending paint kits 
to Baghdad, Iraq,” he said, adding 
that the soldiers there have pledged 
to donate their paintings to hospitals. 


Something worthwhile 

Feight said that after spending 
three years on the cancer floor 
where people die every day, he real- 
ized that soldiers themselves were 
faced with the same reality. 

“These soldiers know they are go- 
ing to die,” he said. “They want to 
do something or leave something to 
the world. By donating a painting to 
the hospital, they feel like they are 
leaving something of value.” 

Pfc. Erwin Enguito, 31, who is 
waiting for a special procedure on 
his left leg, agreed. “I felt like I was 
contributing something while en- 
Joying the task at the same time,” he 
said.

Grandstanding 


'HEN THE SENATE CONVENED AS A COURT OF 
W impeachment to try Joseph Ejercito Estrada, it 
established a lousy precedent. Under American 
rules, the chief justice presides, and the senators submit 
their questions in writing. But Filipino senators, puffed 
up with pride, insisted that the Senate president sit beside 
the chief justice and worse, that they ask questions them- 
selves. It was for grandstanding purpos- 
EDITORIAL es, of course; and in their obsession to 
each be a judge, they forgot that the 
process they were involved in historically viewed them as 
a jury. Mereifully, the Filipino people took on the role of 
being a national jury, which is why that dancing senator 
helped spark People Power II. 

Fast forward to the recent Senate hearings on the new 
revelations on the Hello Garci tapes and the most recent 
hearings on the NBN-ZTE deal. 

In their zeal to play the role of barangay policemen. 
looking into a purse-snatching incident, the senators 
overlooked the need not only to understand the big pic- 
ture, but to inform and educate the public on the crucial 
oversight role Congress as a whole, the Senate in particu- 
lar (for lack of any genuine interest in good governance in 
the House) has. For example, if a senator does not even 
know what broadband is, he has no right participating in 
the inquiry. The Senate could very easily have spent a day 
having the NBN concept explained to it (and the public), 
and then had the explanation rebutted by its critics. It 
could then have been established what NBN was sup- 
posed to be, and whether, as approved, what was needed 
‘was what would be put in place. 

There are technical aspects to the proposal, and there 
are bureaucratic aspects, and even national security and 
diplomatic concerns. Properly examined by senators who 
bothered to do their homework, questioning could have 
been brisk, and to the point. (They have no shortage of 
staff to predigest information for them, and there are lit- 
erally countless, good, qualified citizens willing to impart 
the benefit of their expertise to lawmakers.) 

From there, it could have gone on to determining 
whether the technical aspects of the scheme ended up 
legally and morally compromised by the behavior of offi- 
cials, Last Wednesday, everything really damning was re- 
vealed within the first two hours of the hearing. The next 
nine hours were an exercise in pointless repetition, in 
grandstanding, in petty squabbling, and, on the part of 
Romulo Neri, in hiding behind claims of executive privi- 
lege. Those nine hours could have been spent either in a 
caucus to adopt a Senate position on the matter, or in a 
demand for the executive secretary to produce a docu- 
ment justifying Neri's claim of privilege. 

Sen. Aquilino Pimentel, increasingly cantankerous in 
his old age, at least listened to reason, was open to a com- 
promise by means of an executive session, while that old 
administration reliable, Sen. Juan Ponce Enrile, was even. 
prepared to take things to their logical conclusion and 
force a confrontation, right there and then, with Neri's 
claim to privilege. From two opposite sides of the political 
fence, then, these two senators at least achieved a kind of 
consensus. And that is, that the shield behind which Neri 
was hiding, was unprecedented, and quite possibly con- 
cealed a manifest betrayal of public trust by the Presi- 
dent. 

The Senate must review its procedures. The lowest 
point was Richard Gordon acting like a petulant child, in- 
sisting on adding a full hour to the proceedings because 
he craved television time, when even his usually fractious 
colleagues had decided to go into executive session. Gor- 
don wouldn't even give the chairmen of the committees, 
Sen. Alan Cayetano in particular, the basic respect due a 
chairman. We have seen many moments of political de- 
generacy in our recent Senates, but Gordon's was among 
the most galling debasements of the Senate. Miriam De- 
fensor-Santiago's slur on an entire civilization came quite 
close in disgracefulness. 

The Senate has no apologies to make for seizing on the 
ZTE-NBN issue and following the money, as investigators 
of Watergate were once advised. They are doing their 
job--but so badly as to be incompetent. They must learn 
to ask proper questions, which requires teamwork, and 
they must show they know as much as—if not more 
than—wily executive officials trying to prevent their find- 
ing out the truth. 
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1AM PROBABLY THE ONLY COLUMNIST WHO 
has not yet written about the NBN project that 
was the subject of Senate hearings last week. I 
shall do so now if only to satisfy the curiosity of 
some readers who may be wondering about my 
unusual silence. 

Let me say at the outset that my views are 
entirely my own, independent of any social, fi- 
nancial or political influence from others. They 
are based on what I have read in the papers 
and the televised hearings where many ques- 
tionson the subject were discussed, some spec- 
ulatively and none conclusively. I am not an 
agent of any private organization with its own 
secret agenda. 

Like many retired citizens who had the op- 
portunity to watch during office hours the pro- 
ceedings on TV, I have come to certain appre- 
hensions about the nature of the transaction 
that is now being investigated by the Senate. 
What we have heard so far may be only the tip 
ofthe iceberg that could implicate Malacañang 
itselfin a horrendous scandal. 

Tmust confess that I am an ignoramus on the 
arguments pro and con the transaction and its 
unbelievably staggering cost. I shall leave the 
matter for the financial experts to evaluate ob- 
Jectively, with the public interest as the sole cri- 
terion. I shall comment only on the conduct as 
Т saw it of the dramatis personae in the recent 
Senate hearings. 

The hearings were not entirely absorbing; in 
fact, some parts were even boring, especially 
as exploited by known senators for self-levita- 
tion. A few of them read their question from a 
script prepared by their subordinates instead 
of raising them extemporaneously like fluent 
parliamentarians. 

1 was particularly impressed by the interro- 
gations made by Senators Manuel Roxas II and 
Francis Escudero, who both showed they had 
done their homework on the challenged pro-

While 1 am inclined to believe De Venecia, I 
am wondering what his real purpose was in 
questioning the ZTE deal. Did he want the. 
award to be reversed or was he simply expect- 
ing, or demanding, a “balato” from the win- 
ning bidder? And where has this 40-year-old 
person of no known business acumen or pri- 
vate fortune derived the substantial capital to 
bid for the billion-peso contract? 

De Venecia claimed that Benjamin Abalos al- 
so told him to "back off" and sweetened the de- 
mand with a P10-million bribe that he refused. 
Abalos denied the charge, but the trouble is 
that he is not a very believable person, in light. 
of his disreputable record as chair of the Com- 
mission on Elections and his suspicious rela- 
tions with the ZTE officials.

What is worse is the revelation made by Ro- 
mulo Neri that in working for the approval of 
the ZTE contract involving the breathtaking 
consideration of more than P1.5 billion, Aba- 
los said to him, "Sec, may 200 ka dito,” which.

And the latest, most 
shocking image: the body of a Japanese photo- 
journalist sprawled on the pavement as an armed 
Burmese soldier stands over him. 

We had thrilled to news of a popular uprising in 
Burma, of the long-cowed citizens finding their 
voice and raising it in protest, initially against a 
sudden spike in oil prices, and thence against the 
junta's decades-long repressive regime. We, who 
still harbor vestiges of pride in our displays of 
péóple power” prayed the Burmese version 
would succeed, without too much bloodshed, and 
‘without throwing their poor country into chaos. 

But developments give us cause for pause, if 
not sorrow. Soldiers have been deployed to hunt 
down the protesters, putting down any assem- 
blage of folk with harsh measures, including fir- 
ing directly into crowds. Aung San Suu Kyi, 
who—as British Prime Minister Gordon Brown 
asserted—must be “at the heart” of any negotia- 
tions for a return to democracy, has been forcibly 
moved from her residence, where she has been 
on house arrest, to an undisclosed location, but 
most probably a military camp. 

Ironically, most reports describe the military 
clampdown on protests as “muted,” with the toll in 
deaths and casualties yet to approach the 3,000 
lives lostin a similar uprising in 1988. Foreign wire 
stories attribute the restraint to the presence of 
monks among the marching crowds, with the mili- 
tary rulers fearing that the death of one of the 
monks, who are revered in this Buddhist nation, 
could lead to even more widespread anger 
FOREIGN reaction has been swift and so far 
highly critical, if not furious, at the Burmese 
government's use of force to put down a peace- 
ful protest, And perhaps this will reach a boil 
with the killing of the Japanese photojournal- 
ist. Still, the ruling junta has for decades man- 
aged to withstand withering international criti- 
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cism and even sanctions. The Japanese govern- 
ment seems to have hit upon the right response 
whenit said it would suspend humanitarian aid 
to the country after an investigation into the 
circumstances of Kenji Nagai's death. Stil, will 
this be enough to forcea change of heart among 
the recalcitrant generals? 

The President, in her speech before the UN. 
General Assembly, did right in calling for an end 
to the violence, the release of Suu Kyi, and a re- 
turn to democracy, She even joined other Asean 
leaders in expressing their “revulsion” at the 
armed repression of the demonstrators, and said 
she was “frustrated” at the regime's continued 
indifference to calls for more democratization. 

All we, as ordinary Filipinos, can do at this 
point is to pray for our Burmese brethren. We 
can also offer the consolations of memory. 
"Who knew more than 20 years ago that our 
street protests would lead to the ouster of a 
dictator? For the sake of Burma's people, we 
hope their courage will be rewarded with 
greater freedoms and genuine democracy. 
“HOW can you prioritize when there are so many 
problems, all of them needing urgent attention?" 
Environment Secretary Lito Atienza replied when. 
asked what concerns topped his list of priorities 
at the department. Indeed, from global warming 
to mining, from solid waste management to de- 
forestation, from endangered marine environ- 
ments to urban blight—the problems are as var- 
led as they are numerous, 

One policy, though, seems foremost in his 
agenda, and that is the mobilization of local gov- 
ernment units—from provincial governments to 
those of cities, towns and even barangays—to im- 


plement DENR policies as well as laws on the en- 
vironment. "What can the department, with just 
over 20,000 employees, do to ensure that our 
laws are followed and that the environment is 
protected?” he asks rhetorically. The solution, he 
says, lies in making use of the LGUs, which are, 
after all, most intimately connected to environ- 
mental problems and resource utilization in their 
areas, and which would be accountable to their 
constituents should their neglect lead to disaster 
orblight. 

‘That may even be the reason, he surmises, for 

his appointment to the DENR: "The President may 
have wanted someone with experience in local 
governance and who could talk to the executives,” 
Besides, he quips, “don't you think my fashion 
preference makes me the ideal environment secre- 
tary?” He was, of course, referring to the colorful 
shirts which have become his trademark, many of 
them bearing flora and fauna themes. 
OVER DINNER with a group of women journal- 
ists, Atienza tried time and again to steer the 
discussion solely to the environment and what 
he feels needs to be done to address the wide, 
varied and even contradictory issues that arise. 
from such concerns, 

But this being the evening of the Senate 
hearings on the ZTE deal, which he had been 
attending "just to give moral support" to his 
colleagues in the Cabinet, talk invariably 
turned to the scandal, even if, in the end, we 
could get nothing especially juicy from him, 

What emerges at the end of the lively dinner, 
though, is that in Atienza, the country has 
found an environment secretary with a decid- 
edly pragmatic, “political” approach, as con- 
trasted perhaps with predecessors who took 
on the post as advocates or enforcers, Some of 
his policles, such as favoring the Japan-Philip- 
pines Economic Partnership Agreement, may 
not sit well with detractors, especlally envi- 
ronment champions, But if he can harness lo- 
cal government support and action for sus- 
tainability, then he deserves, at the very least, 
a hearing and time to prove his worth. 


China's “Burma Test” 


BURMAS (MYANMAR'S) GENERALS WILL HAVE 
litte incentive to opt for an alternative to blood- 
shed and repression if China continues to provide 
them with support and protection against sanc- 
tions at the UN Security Council, 

China has more influence over Burma's ruling. 
generals than any other country. Indeed, without. 
Chinese support, it is debatable whether the 
Burmese regime could sustain itself. So, while the 
current crisis in Burma is not of China's making, 
any peaceful settlement may be possible only if 
China acts to support it. 

China is thus facing an unwanted test of its 
claim to be a responsible stakeholder in the inter- 
national community. With 3,000 villages de- 
stroyed and 1.5 million people already displaced 
in eastern Burma, a humanitarian disaster has 
been unfolding for some time now. Throughout 
these troubles, China has held its tongue, sticking 
to its policy of non-interference in the internal af- 
fairs of any nation. 

But that policy may no longer be tenable, be- 
cause it is in China's interest to find an effective 
alternative to a brutal crackdown, which would 
only remind the world vividly of the massacres in 
Rangoon (Yangon) in 1988 and in Tiananmen 
Square the following year. With some interna- 
tional celebrities already keen to start a campaign. 
to boycott the Beijing Olympics because of Chi- 
na's support for some of the world's most repres- 
sive and incompetent regimes, a military crack- 
down in Burma is the last thing the Chinese au- 
thorities can afford. 

Moreover, China's rulers are focused on the 
looming 17th Congress of the Communist Party, 
which could likewise be spoiled by a bloody con- 
frontation in Burma, 
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come by making the option of a brutal crackdown. 
prohibitively high to the Burmese regime. It 
should privately threaten to cut off all aid and 
trade links, and to end its protection of the 
regime within the United Nations from any addi- 
tional international sanctions. 

As an inducement to peaceful change, China 
can also guarantee the personal safety and 
wealth of the military junta should its members 
have to leave Burma suddenly. But China should 
make it clear that such protection requires the 
Burmese generals to cooperate in finding a 
peaceful solution. China should also publicly 
Work within the UN and with Asean to find away 
in which the international community can help to 
resolve the crisis peacefully. 

Ultimately, a solution can be found only 
within Burma itself. The junta can do worse 
than releasing and working with Aung San Suu 
Kyi, who still has sufficient status and appeal to 
rally public support for a peaceful transfer of 
power to civilian rule and, in due course, to a 
democratic government. It may be morally re- 
pulsive to allow the junta's members to retire 
with their ill-gotten gains, but any alternative 
will exact a dramatically higher price from Bur- 
ma's people, 

China's national interest does not require it 
to prop up the Burmese junta forever. Of 
соте China henefire oveatly from arnese tn 


Burma's energy and other natural resources. 
But, by playing a positive role in bringing about 
а successful and peaceful transfer of power, 
China can secure a friendly neighbor in Burma 
more effectively than with its current policy, 
which merely incurs the hatred of the Burmese 
people, 

As a matter of geo-political strategy, taking а 
positive lead in Burma can help China reassure 
its neighbors that its policy of a "peaceful rise” is 
real and beneficial. Whatever Asean govern- 
ments say in public, welcoming that rise, their 
lingering doubts and suspicions will not be 
erased unless they see China actively playing a 
positive role in assuring regional stability. The 
current crisis in Burma offers China a rare op- 
portunity to do so. 

‘The international community too, has a vested 
interest in seeing that China rises peacefully. It 
should encourage and support China in taking 
the lead over Burma, so long as China commits it- 
self to finding a peaceful solution. The interna- 
tional community's objective should be restricted 
to a peaceful outcome that allows Burma's people 
to work out their own solution. 

Any change of regime in Burma will not be 
the result of international intervention, but of 
political negotiations between the junta and its 
domestic opponents. China should thus recog- 
nize that using its influence would not imply 
accepting as a matter of principle intervention 
in other countries’ domestic affairs.

Early on Thurs- 
day morning, security forces fired shots at one of several 
monasteries, One monk said at least 70 of its 150 monks’ 
were arrested. 

‘The violence began in the dark, before dawn, with ralds 
on Buddhist monasteries, Throughout the day, there were 
beatings, tear gas and storms of gunshots along the streets of, 
Rangoon (Yangon). 

There are witnesses who say soldiers fired automatic 
weapons into a crowd of protesters. Official tallies announce 
that nine people had been killed. The death toll, according to. 
Australia's envoy to Burma, is "several multiples of the 10 ac- 
knowledged by the authorities." 

Itis no longer difficult to believe that this is possible, that 
there are men who consciously and indiscriminately deal out 
death. This is the Philippines, after all—what Gloria Macapa- 
gal-Arroyo calls “the most democratic country in the region,” 
so democratic, in fact, that the freedom of expression of 
members of the military extends to murder with impunity, It 
isa land where denial is state policy, and apathy is a neces- 
sary virtue for survival. 

President Arroyo, at the 62nd United Nations General 
‘Assembly last Friday, demanded that Burma “return to the 
path of democracy and to release Daw Aung San Suu 
Kyi—now." That demand comes a day after she is praised 
by former US President Bill Clinton for her success in turn- 
ing the Philippines around. Everyone, he says, is afraid of 
Ms Arroyo. Clinton meant it in jest, but to those under her 
fist, the spirit of the statement is true—people are afraid 
of her, and it is not because she is good. What is difficult to. 
believe is not the cruelty in Burma, but the President's ca- 
pacity to stand before the international community with 
pride, and announce that the Philippines "has a paradigm. 
for peace.” 

That such cruelty there must stop is of primary interest to 
an international community that claims to have evolved be- 
yond the killing fields of Hitler's Holocaust. The world needs 
to condemn Burma, and it has. Even Burma's long-time pa- 
tron and protector China has demanded a stop to the vio- 
lence, Itis no longer a matter of sovereignty, or Burma's right 
to protect its national interest. Aung San Suu Kyi, the woman 
that Africa's Nobel Peace Prize winner Desmond Tutu calls 
his poster girl for peace, still languishes under house arrest 
years after her party landed 80 percent of the seats in Bur- 
ma's parliamentary elections, 

It is the same interest of humanity that compels us, no 
matter how cynical we have become to images of brutality 
and inhumanity, to stand up and speak here in the Philip- 
pines. Many have died in Burma, some whose names will not 
be remembered. And here, in Asia's darling of democracy, 
many too have died, and many will die, because of some 
twisted perspective of what democracy should be. Perhaps it 
is even more ominous, because here, violence is done while 
the President smiles and tells the world that "peace does not 
come from the barrel ofa gun." 

If there is anything to learn from Rangoon, it is this: the. 
right to human dignity is not geographic, itis а fact of being 
human.

To encourage residents to take public transportation, authorities have offered dis- 
counted fares on long buses (a bus looks like two long coaches connected by a giant 
accordion) running on compressed natural gas. Tranvias, electric-powered street 
cars, also ply the city. So do bicycles. 

Beijing is pulling out all the stops to ensure that the opening and closing cere- 
monies of the Summer Games are held under clear skies. The Beijing Weather Modi- 
fication Office has tried firing shells loaded with chemicals into the sky to produce 
rain in advance or to extinguish rain clouds. 

Authorities have also relaxed the rules for foreign journalists. They may travel 
‘across China to interview people and report on activities “without restrictions,” said 
Gao Changli, deputy director for media operations of the Beijing Organizing Com- 
mittee for the Games of the 29th Olympiad. 

“To interview organizations or individuals in China, journalists need only to 
obtain their prior consent. Foreign journalists can carry out reporting activities not 
only on the Beijing Olympic Games and the preparatory period, but also on politics, 
economy, society and culture of China,” Gao told a group of editors from Southeast 
Asia, China, Japan and South Korea last month.

IFTEEN-YEAR-OLD ALIBAI AL- 
E im is not your typical teenager 

clutching a mobile phone and 
hooked into Internet surfing. 

Her life in the remote, poor village of Ku- 
darangan has been a quest for survival. Her 
family lives in what peace advocates call a con- 
fict zone where people, for years, have been 
longing for genuine—even inner—peace. 


“Rido” (feuds involving families or clans) 
and clashes between government forces 
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and Moro rebels have disrupted Alibai's life 
and those of hundreds of other children in 
Kudarangan in many instances. Leaving 
their homes in haste in the middle of the 
night has been recurring incidents and 
these seem already normal to them. 

"Often, I get separated from my family in 
the dark of the night to flee from the armed 
conflict," Alibai said. "I just told myself that 
Ishould not be afraid because Iwill find my 
family soon.” 

Her companions—Karutin Sumail, 15, 
Mohamidin Kesa, 11, and Raesa Gunto, 
l3—have had similar experiences when 
Moro Islamic Liberation Front guerrillas

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and government soldiers swapped bullets 
and mortar bombs all-night early this year 

Raesa recalled an instance when her 
family left their home as bursts of gunfire 
could be heard nearby. 

“We fled to a safe area in Datu Piang. 
When we returned the next day, our house 
was looted, our small valuables were gone, 
my chickens and goats were gone,” Karutin, 
an elementary school dropout, said. 

Datu Piang in Maguindanao, which is 
part of the Autonomous Region in Muslim 
Mindanao, and Midsayap in North Cotaba- 
to are separated by the Rio Grande de Mi 
danao in the Liguasan marshland. 

“Life is very difficult when there is armed 
conflict,” he said. “I want to live a normal life 
like other children in Poblacion Midsayap.” 


Hotbed of rebellion 

This predominantly Muslim community in 
North Cotabato is situated along a river and 
bounded by the Liguasan Marsh, a vast 
threshold of natural resource considered part 
of ancestral domain by the Maguindanaon 
people. It is also a hotbed of rebellion. 

In Kudarangan and its surrounding vil- 
lages, children are growing up in the midst 
of skirmishes. 

Another cause of “un-peace” is family 
feud. Contrary to the usual perception, this 
type of conflict is not rooted in religion or 
military incursion. 

“We get along well with Christians, there 
are no problems. It's often the clan wars 
between and among families in the com- 
munity that cause the conflict,” Alibai said. 

‘The rido is the practice of avenging a sup- 
posed wrong done to one's family and can 
go on for up to six generations. "Once life 
has been taken, the taker must pay it with 
hisown life or his family's," a Muslim schol- 
ar named Datu Ambil said of the rido. 

The moment fighting erupts between 
and among families, everyone else in the 
community has to leave to be spared from 
stray bullets. Recurring evacuation has 
forced children to stop going to school. 
Families would run to the river to hide. 


Similar experiences 

To comfort them, the parents tell their 
children they also had the same experience 
growing up. “We don't go to evacuation 
centers because it's too far away from our 
home and the marsh, our source of liveli- 
hood, so we hide in the river and wait for 
the gun battle to stop," Alibai said. 

Productive activity stops and people, es- 
pecially children, would be deprived of ba- 
sic needs. 

“My parents cannot afford to send us all 
to school. We do not have money for our ed- 
ucation, " Alibai, the fifth child in a brood of 
eight, said. 

But it is not the end of the world yet for 
Alibai and children her age in Kudarangan 
and nearby communities. 

In June, Alibai was able to return to 
school through the Alternative Learning 
System (ALS) program funded by the US 
Agency for International Development's 
Education Quality and Access for Learning 
and Livelihood Skills (EQuALLS2) Project. 

William Potter, chief of party of the project, 
said the Save The Children (STC) Foundation 
had been implementing the ALS program. 

“The project aims to provide 100,000 out- 
of-school youth in the ARMM, Regions 9 and 
12 with relevant learning and life skills 
training, with at least 4,000 targeted to en- 
gage gainful livelihood activities by the end 
ofthe project in 2011,” Potter added 

Alibai now dreams of becoming a teacher 
someday, not only to help her parents but also 
to teach other children in their community, 

“We lack teachers in our community as 
teachers from other areas are afraid to 
come,” she said. 


PeaceSpace 

The opportunity for Alibai to teach other 
children came in early with the PeaceSpace, 
an innovative program of the STC Founda- 
tion which provides venue for children to 
participate in community development and 
peace-building measures through the arts. 

Now called children facilitators, Alibai 
joined 36 other aspiring teachers aged 10- 
18 years to share experiences and learn cre- 
ative ways to promote healthy dialogue and 
understanding among the children. 

A PeaceSpace creative workshop was 
conducted on Sept. 5-8 by Mindanao musi- 
cian and renowned artist Waway Saway. 

“There is hope for us, there is hope for 
Mindanao,” Waway told the participants 
whose childhood dreams have almost drift- 
ed away by the sporadic clashes. 

He and his team led the creative work- 
shop for children coming from the rido-af- 
fected areas of Barangay Lumupogs, 
Damatilan, Sambulawan, Kudarangan and 
Macasandeg, and Sitio Guntong, all in the 
western part of Midsayap. 

The workshop used the principle of arts 
in managing conflict, noting how tapping 
children to participate in the community 
process through creative means could "syn- 
ergize" peace.

Gunmen burn 5 houses in N. Cotabato 


KIDAPAWAN  CITY—HOODED 
armed men torched five houses, in- 
cluding a warehouse of defeated 
vice mayoral candidate Agustos 
Paredes of Banisilan, North Cotaba- 
to, police said yesterday. 

Senior Insp. Samuel Cadungon, 
Banisilan police chief, said the at- 
tack occurred Wednesday night in 
Barangay Balindong, a few hours 
after Jimsard Macasarte, the elder 
brother of Banisilan Vice Mayor 
Jennifer — Macasarte-Macalincag, 
was killed by unidentified persons. 

But he said they were still trying 
to determine if the two attacks 
were related. 

Cadungon said witnesses told 
police that the masked men barged 
into the Paredes warehouse and or- 
dered the occupants to leave the 


place as they were torching the 
structure. 

Before fleeing, the perpetrators 
also razed five more houses. 

Meanwhile, the son of one of the 
victims of Monday's fire here died 
on Friday of suspected pneumonia. 

Allan Otida, whose house was 
among dozens of structures razed 
in the fire that hit Jose Abad Santos 
Street, said the lack of a good shel- 
ter contributed to his 4-year-old 
son JR's early death. 

He said after the Fire, the family 
set up a makeshift shelter near their 
former house while waiting for the 
relocation assistance offered by the 
city government. 

He said the family literally slept 
onthe ground.

With this battle cry, some 30 members of 
the Firefly Brigade—a group of environ- 
mentalists pushing for bicycles as the pri- 
mary mode of transportation to clean up 
the air—commemorated World Car-Free 
Day in Quezon City on Sept. 22 despite a 
light downpour. 

World Car-Free Day is an annual envi- 
ronmental event organized in the 1970s 
amid the oil crisis. Every Sept. 22, people 
all over the world organize events that 
show what life would be like without mo- 
torized vehicles. 

Rosar Crisostomo, a professor of the Ate- 
neo de Manila University who is a member of 
the brigade, told the Inquirer that they also 
want to show to everyone that riding a bike 
isa very good way of going around the city. 

So despite the rainy weather which last- 
ed the entire day and the curious stares 
they got from motorists on Edsa, the "fire- 
flies" went on a 25-km bikathon which took 
them around the metropolis. 

From the Bike City shop in Cubao, the 
brigade members cruised on P Tuazon 
Street, Edsa, Connecticut Street, Ortigas 
Aventie, N. Domingo Street, Dofia Hemady 
Street, E. Rodriguez Avenue, Tomas Morato 
Avenue, E. Lopez Street, Quezon Avenue, 
North Avenue, Agham Road, East Avenue, 
V. Luna Road, Kalayaan Avenue and Ermin 
Garcia Street. 

Unlike the group's annual “Tour of the 
Fireflies,” the riders did not have police es- 
corts this time.

Bridge in Vietnam collapses, kills 47 


HANOI—AT LEAST 47 PEOPLE DIED 
when a bridge under construction in the 
southern Vietnamese province of Can Tho 
collapsed, a hospital director said Saturday 
as search efforts continued for six people. 

“We found one more dead body of a 
worker early this morning, said Tran 
Thanh Quang, director of Military Hospital 
121 in Can Tho. 

Rescue efforts would continue until all 
bodies were found, he said. 


Part of the 16-kilometer bridge being 
built across the Hau river to link Can Tho 
and Vinh Long provinces collapsed early 
Wednesday in the nation’s worst bridge ac- 
cident. 

Rescuers used five cranes and concrete 
cutters to remove sections of the collapsed 
bridge which weighed more than 2,000 
tons, and several hundred police and mili- 
tary were mobilized. 

Police Friday launched an investigation 


into the accident and results were expected 
in coming days, according to online paper 
VNExpress. 

A nationwide campaign has been 
launched to raise money for victims and 
their families. 

Construction of the $300-million Can 
Tho bridge, which was largely funded by 
the Japanese government, began in 
September 2004 and was to have been

Demand for ethanol could hurt food aid

‘THE SURGE IN DEMAND FOR CORN TO 
make ethanol could contribute to more 
hungry people this year. Soaring food 
prices, driven in part by demand for 
ethanol, have helped slash the amount of 
food aid the government can buy to its low- 
est level in a decade. 

The United States, the world's dominant 
donor, has purchased less than half the 
amount of food aid this year than it con- 
tributed in 2000, according to new data 
from the Department of Agriculture. 

Corn prices have fallen somewhat in re- 
cent months, but are still far higher than 
they were a year ago. Demand for ethanol 
has also indirectly driven the rising price of 
soybeans, as land that had been planted 
with soybeans shifted to corn. And wheat 
prices have skyrocketed as drought hurt 
production in Australia, a major producer. 

Higher food prices have not only reduced 
the amount of American food aid for the 
hungry, but they are also making it harder 
for the poorest people to buy food for them- 
selves, economists and advocates for the 
hungry say. 

Food aid spending will have to rise just to 
keep feeding the same number. of people.

The impact of rising food prices on food 
aid is part of a broader debate about the 
long-term impact on the world's poorest 
people of using food crops to make ethanol 
and other biofuels, a strategy that rich 
countries like the United States hope will 
eventually reduce dependence on Middle 
Eastern oil. 

Some advocates for the poor say rising 
food prices could benefit poor farmers їп 
developing countries, providing them with 
markets and decent prices for their crops. 

But others warn that the growing use of 
food crops to make fuel, especially if stoked 
by large subsidies in rich countries, could 
substantially increase food prices and push 
hundreds of millions more poor people into 
hunger, especially the landless rural poor 
and city dwellers. 

Production of food crops to make biofu- 
els will also tend to favor growers with 
plenty of capital and large land holdings, 
they say, rather than small-scale, impover- 
ished farmers lacking modern grain storage 
facilities in poor countries afflicted with 
poor roads.

US troops accused 
of killing women, 
kids in Baghdad raid 


BAGHDAD—AMERICAN FOR- 
ces were accused of killing 10 
people, including women and 
children, in a Baghdad raid on 
Friday as the US military an- 
nounced a senior al-Qaida lead- 
er was killed in an air strike. 

‘The Iraqi government mean- 
while Friday firmly rejected a 
Bosnia-style plan approved by 
the US Senate to divide Iraq on 
ethnic and religious lines, say- 
ing Iraqis will themselves de- 
cide their future. 

Iraqi officials said the early- 
morning US air raid targeted a 
building in the majority Sunni 
Al-Saha neighborhood in south- 
western Baghdad where fami- 
lies were sleeping. 

Bodies were pulled out of the. 
rubble of the building, which 
was destroyed. 

“Ten people were killed and 
seven wounded when American 
helicopters attacked Building 
No 139 at 2 am. We have no 
idea of the reason for the at- 
tack,” said an interior ministry 
official, 

There was no immediate 
comment from the US military. 

An official at Baghdad's Al- 


Yarmuk hospital said 13 peo- 
ple—seven men, two women 
and four children—were killed 
and 10 men and a woman were 
wounded. He said all the casu- 
alties were civilians. 

The survivors had said their 
building had been attacked by 
US helicopters early in the 
morning, the hospital official 
said. 

A US commander mean- 
while, announced that a senior 
al-Qaida leader, Abu Usama al- 
Tunisi, was killed in an air strike 
оп Tuesday southwest of Bagh- 
dad in the vicinity of Musayyib. 

Brig. Gen. Joseph Anderson 
described the Tunisian as a 
close associate and likely suc- 
cessor to Abu Ayyub al-Masri, 
al-Qaida in Iraq's Egyptian 
leader. 

‘The US military learned that 
he was meeting with other al- 
Qaida members in Iraq south- 
west of Baghdad in the vicinity 
of Musayyib on Tuesday. 

“United States Air Force F-16 
aircraft attacked the target,” 
Anderson told reporters via 
video linkup from Baghdad.

Kabul suicide attack 
on Army bus kills 31 


KABUL—A SUICIDE BOMBER 
wearing an Army uniform blew 
upa bus carrying Afghan soldiers 
in Kabul on Saturday, killing at 
least 31 people and wounding 
many others, the health and de- 
fense ministries said. 

Mostofthe dead military per- 
sonnel were soldiers and offi- 
cers going to work at the de- 
fense ministry but several 
passers-by were also believed to 
have been killed, officials and 
witnesses said. 

The insurgent Taliban move- 
ment claimed responsibility for 
the early morning attack, the 
deadliest in the city since a simi- 
lar explosion on a police bus in 
June killed about 35 people. 

The force of the explosion 
blew off the roof and sides of 
the large bus, which was re- 
duced to mangled metal. 

Television pictures showed 
the bodies of men who ap- 
peared to be Afghan National 
Army soldiers being pulled 
from the wreckage. Some of the 
dead were still in their seats. 
Debris was scattered across a 
wide area. 

"At this time I can tell you that 
31, almost all of them military 
personnel, have been martyred,” 
said Public Health Minister

West vows to get tough—but how?

BANGKOK--OUTRAGED AT THE BLOODY 
crackdown against protesters in army- 
ruled Burma, the West is again vowing to 
get tough with its recalcitrant generals. 

Its easier said than done. 

For years the junta has ignored and sur- 
vived trade bans, visa restrictions and asset 
freezes riddled with loopholes, enforced 
half-heartedly and hurting the people more 
than the generals, analysts say. 

Now, with the world appalled at the vio- 
lence on the streets of Burma's main city, Ran- 
goon, Western governments are scrambling to 
find any lever to back up their rhetoric. 

“Just saber-rattling and a lot of words is not 
going to be very credible,” said Bradley Bab- 
son, a retired World Bank Burma expert. 

“There may be a few symbolic things, but 
what we can we do to get to Than Shwe?” 
he said, referring to the senior general who 
has led the current junta since 1992. 

Washington took aim at the junta supremo 
and 13 other top regime officials on Thursday, 
freezing their assets in the United States, ban- 
ning their financial transactions and broaden- 
ing a travel ban on them and their families. 

“They are going after the personal fi- 
nances of the regime for the first time in 
history,” Jeremy Woodrum of the US Cam- 
paign for Burma said. 

Sean Tumell, an Australian academic 
and co-author of Burma Economie Watch, 
said targeted sanctions would sting, but not 
threaten the generals’ grip on power. 

“So many of the generals themselves and 
people connected to them are desperate to 
send their children to Western universities.

‘That affects them in a personal way,” he said. 

The US treasury department gave no fur- 
ther details, but other observers questioned 
their effectiveness. 

“1 don't think they have any assets in the 
US, nor are they interested in spending their 
holidays there. The generals’ assets are, 
mostly, in banks in Singapore,” said Berti 
Lintner, a Burma expert based in Chiang Mai. 

Academics, activists and exiles have long 
argued over the effectiveness of sanctions, 
first called for by democracy icon Aung San 
Suu Kyi in the 1990s after the generals re- 
jected a landslide election victory for her 
National League for Democracy. 

The United States, the junta's loudest 
critic and the one with the toughest mea- 
sures, first imposed sanctions in 1988 after 
soldiers crushed studentled protests, 
killing 3,000 people. 

Washington banned new investments by 
US firms in 1997. 

Six years later it restricted Burma's ac- 
cess to foreign banks and barred imports, a 
move that forced tens of thousands in tex- 
tile factories out of work. 

“The US sanctions ground business to a 
halt, but gradually they found ways around 
the sanctions," said Mark Farmaner of the 
Burma Campaign UK. 

By comparison, sanetions imposed by 
European Union members over the years 
have been "pathetic," he said, most notably 
а freeze on assets that has netted less than 
7,000 euros in all 27 EU member states. 

Access to European markets is restricted 
and an arms embargo is in place, but many 
countries allow their companies to do busi- 
ness in Burma.

A new idea takes dread out of a hospital visit

A VISIT TO THE HOSPITAL IS 
something that many dread. 

Just the thought of going into a 
building with predominantly plain 
white walls—with the smell of alco- 
hol and other disinfectants hanging 
in the air, with the thought of sy- 
ringes being used in its many 
rooms--is enough to send a chill 
down even a grown man's spine.

Lafferty hates white rooms—they're bland 
and boring. Yet, most corporate offices 
have many of these white rooms because 
officials and employees are used to them 
and they do not offend anybody.

La Naval papal coronation 
to be reenacted Oct. 4 


HIGHLIGHTING THE 100TH ANNIVERSARY OF THE 
canonical coronation of La Naval de Manila, the Do- 
minican Province of the-Philippines will reenact the 
Marian image's solemn canonical coronation on Oct. 4 
atthe Sto. Domingo Parish in Quezon City, the National 
Shrine of Our Lady of the Rosary. 

The reenactment will be made during a High Mass at 
4 p.m. to be celebrated by Msgr. Wojciech Zaluski, 
charge de affaires of the Apostolic Nunciature, 15 bis 
ops coming from all over the country, and Dominican 
priests. 

President Macapagal-Arroyo will lead civil officials 
in the reenactment. 

"It is important to note that Our Virgin of La Naval is 
the first canonically crowned Marian image in the 
Philippines as well as in Asia,” said Rev. Jeff Aytona, OP 
of Sto. Domingo. “Her crown symbolizes that she is the 
queen of heaven and earth.” 

After the Mass, the enthronement of La Naval, which 
signals the official start of the novena Masses, will also 
be held. In this event, the image will be placed at the 
baldachino, a special platform for the Virgin, behind 
the altar of the Sto. Domingo Church. 

“Unlike in the previous years, La Naval will not be 
brought to the throne through a procession. Rather, 
Our Lady will already be near the altar on Oct. 4,” Ay- 
tona said. 

Included in the centennial celebration is a musical 
tribute by classical and popular musicians, such as 
Basil Valdez, Jose Mari Chan, Jamie Rivera, and Dean 
Raul Sunico of the UST Music Conservatory, in a con- 
cert series, titled “Serenata,” which will accompany the 
novena Masses, Oct. 5 го 13. 

Moreover, the massive art-history-theology book, 
“The Saga of La Naval de Manila: Triumph of a People's 
Faith,” will be launched on Oct. 7, 1:30 p.m., at the Sto. 
Domingo Church. 

The Nuestra Señora del Rosario de La Naval was 
canonically crowned in 1907 in accordance with the 
Papal Bull of Pope Pius X in 1906. 

The 1907 coronation drew the biggest crowd of its 
time to Manila and was attended by leaders of Asian 
churches. 


Our Lady of Roses 

Twelve years after the visionary Veronica Leuken 
passed away, Grace Salvacion continues to hold a 
Rosary vigil 2-3 p.m. every Saturday for Our Lady of 
the Roses in her house at No. 4 Highlight St., 4th Estate 
Subdivision, Parafiaque. 

Our Lady appeared to Veronica in 1970 in Bayside, 
New York and said she wanted Rosary vigils on the eve 
of all great Catholic feast days. The vigils were to be 
held on the grounds of St. Robert Bellarmine Church in 
the city. 

The Virgin said she wanted a shrine there and she 
was to be invoked under the title of “Our Lady of the 
Roses, Mary Help of Mothers.” 

She promised to appear during the vigils and give 
heavenly messages. She asked that the Rosary be said 
aloud. After 24 years, the messages were compiled into 
books. Our Lady said Bayside would become “the Lour- 
des of the Americas.” 

Grace wrote Veronica in 1983 and received informa- 
tion on the apparitions. Veronica taught her to pray to 
the Virgin, “My Jesus, my confidence.”

'OU HAVE TO PSYCH YOUR- 

self for the six-hour bus ride 

from Baguio to the northern 
mountaintop town of Sagada. 

But, on the road, you don't figure the 
added time for the stalled jeep laden with 
vegetables blocking the road. Or the bus 
having a flat tire. Or that it wouldn't start 
after a pit stop. Or the bus screeching to a 
halt because of a landslide before it. 

We got off the bus and in freezing rain 
climbed the muddy mound about two-st 
ries high, to slip and slide down the other 
side to wait for another bus. 

After a while, the rain stopped, the mist 
cleared, and 1 looked up to the night sky 
and saw tens of thousands of stars twin- 
kling. You don't see this spectacle in the city. 
Cold, wet and muddied, T smiled and the 
trip's misery was forgotten. Nature has a 
way of doing that. 

1 first visited Sagada as a troubled young 
man. A love affair had ended painfully and1 
was in despair. A friend suggested Sagada. 
There was an orphanage there that needed 
help. Go, she said, make yourself useful to 
the kids and stop the self-pity. Heal yourself 
in Sagada. 

Thirty-six years later, I was back in Saga- 
da to teach public-school teachers aesthet- 
ics. Six hours became almost nine hours of 
travel and the last third of the way was in 
pitch darkness along bumpy roads. The 
night stars were my only solace. 

1 was welcomed to Sagada by Dennis 
Faustino, St. Mary's High School principal 
who lived in a charming wooden house 
built in 1924. A jovial man with a continu- 
ous smile, he had some of his students 
watching a movie in the living room. 

When we sat down to cat, the students 
were also invited and I found them to be 
polite but curious about my work and eager 
to listen to my conversation with Dennis. 


Eager teachers 

Early the next day, I was at St. Mary's, a 
well-kept two-story building donated by 
my La Salle Greenhills classmate Boy 
Yuchengeo. 

The building nestled in pine trees. I saw 
teachers signing up in the auditorium 
where I was to lecture. There were many 
young teachers astonished when I told 
them I was in Sagada when their parents 
were still in high school. Uttering it aston- 
ished me, too! 

None of the teachers ever had an art-edu- 
cation workshop, let alone any continuing 
education courses for their professional de- 
velopment. Much as I thanked them pro- 
fusely for coming on a Saturday, their per- 
sonal day, and spending jeep and bus fare 
to get to the workshop, the teachers said 
they came because they wanted to learn 
and know what the arts was all about. 

In Mindanao, the teachers clucked when FREE INTERNET-TO-GO! 


they were entranced by a painting from my 
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swooned with long deep ooohs. They took 
notes about how art education could lessen. 
absenteeism and be an antidote to drug ad- 
diction. 

Their faces glowed as they became en- 
lightened by what constituted a beautiful 
picture. They started to connect aesthetics 
with being a citizen, learning that visual 
pollution—billbóards, advertising banners, 
garbage thrown indiscriminately—affected 
the pristine sights of their community. 


Close to nature 

Sagada has been touted as a Shangri-La 
visited by local and foreign tourists. Given 
its distance from “civilization,” Sagada has 
little to worry for now. 

‘The view outside the school auditorium 
had a sweeping scene of mountains and 
rice terraces spotted with houses. Greenery 
and the unique stone terraces still over- 
whelmed. This workshop on appreciating 
nature as art had a very practical economic 
value to Sagada. 

My lesson plan on photography as a fine 
art (woven into it was Philippine history as 
seen from old photographs) excited the 
teachers. I incorporated old photographs of 
the Cordillera taken at the turn of the cen- 
тшу. 

The teachers were wide-eyed when they 
saw their ancestors in native garb, the 
thatched huts their grandparents lived in, 
the majesty of their stone terraces and the 
dances. 

In the Cordillera, people danced on so 
many occasions and were scrupulously 
documented in film by anthropologists and 
missionaries. The women were often bare- 
breasted and the men wore loincloths. The 
early missionaries had imposed modest 
dressing in these parts and the pictures of 
their half-naked past were unnerving for 
the older teachers, 

The younger teachers, though, were 
more astute, having been raised to take 
pride in local customs. Missionary influ- 
ence had long receded. 

Sagada, like many rural areas, has no 
museums so I taught a module on setting 
upa simple school museum. Developing an 
exhibition theme, writing captions and wall 
text, and producing an exhibit for very little 
money demystifies curatorship, and the 
teachers were introduced to yet another 
pedagogical method. 


First Sagada stint 

We ended the workshop at 3 p.m. to al- 
low the teachers to get home early. Buses 
and jeeps plying the route are scarce and 
unscheduled so the long wait adds to the 
travel time. Some of the teachers from the 
rural villages had not been to "big town" 
Sagada in a while and this was a time to 
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ST. MARY'S School, Sagada 


shop or go to the hospital and get checked 
up. 

I got the chance to walk through the 
town again and see what changes had oc- 
curred. My first stop was the orphanage on 
the hilltop. I saw the playground fronting 
the orphanage and remembered the many 
games played with the children there. 

The orphanage had a large number of 
twins in my days. Twins were bad luck. One 
of them was thought to have the mother's 
spirit, so they were buried alive, abandoned 
or committed to the orphanage. 

The spartan dormitory I stayed in for 
three months was being remodeled into a 
tourist inn. The one street in the center of 
the town had several new restaurants but 
gone were the little stores that sold tribal 
artifacts 

І walked to the towns entrance and 
lamented the destruction of the limestone 
cliffs by local developers. The large cluster 
of thatched huts were no longer in sight. 
These huts, which often caught fire, 
had been replaced by galvanized-

Back to Baguio 

The next morning, I took the first early 
bus back to Baguio. 

It was sunny throughout the whole trip 
and memories returned. I took this same 
Halsema Highway years ago on a similar 
sunny day. 

‘The same exhilaration came over me as 
the bus gingerly went down the mountain. 
‘The same scent of flowers and the same 
bracing morning air. had flashbacks of the 
tearful twins singing to me. They must now 
be in their 40s, I thought 

First there were glimpses of a terrace; 
then, halfway down, the mountains unfold- 
ed, revealing full vistas of terraces, their 
lines rounding every contour of every 
mountain in sight. 

A swath of clouds rested on the moun- 
taintops, and way below a river snaked its 
way. The travel brochures always called it 
an engineering marvel. I just found it 
breathtaking. I could hear the teachers’ 

voices babbling about the elements of 

aesthetics. Color! shapes! texture! 
lines! they exclaimed. 

Despite the swaying bus, 1 
marveled at the profusion of 
parallel lines incising green 
mountains and watered 
terraces glistening un: 

derthe morning sun. 
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As we rounded a mountain, the panora- 
ma continued as another set of perfectly 
chiseled mountains came to view. This 
panoply went unabated for almost the 
whole bus ride. 1 laughed out loud, realiz- 
ing the Sagada teachers were being polite 
with Mr, Know It All from Manila. Teach 
them aesthetics? Lines? Hah! Their ances- 
tors were aesthetes for thousands of years. 

There were threats to the beauty of the 
place. Signs at interval on the Halsema High- 
way forbade the dumping of garbage on the. 
roadside. But the dumping seemed to have 
continued. Rice terraces and vegetable plots 
posted signs of fertilizers and chemicals used. 
In an increasingly organicoriented world, 
the signs were anachronistic, threatening 
both produce and the people's health. 


Fate of Cordillera 

It is the education of the Cordillera stu- 
dents that will decide the fate of this region. 
literacy and dropout rate are twice higher 
in the non-Christian and tribal communi- 
ties than the national average. The catch- 
ing-up, the learning curve, the ratcheting- 
up of student academic achievements in 
these parts are an imperative. 

t boils down to good teachers. At St. 
Mary's, Dennis Faustino, former teacher 
now principal, is turning a once ailing 
school around. In just three years, academ- 
ic achievement has improved with a new 
core of teachers who ate dedicated, well- 
trained and well-paid, teaching in spanking 
classrooms and labs brimming with all the 
necessary equipment. An alumni network 
and a working board allow Dennis to do his 
job well. 

Bottomline results? All graduating high- 
school students have passed the exams and 
will enter colleges and universities this 
year. Only two out of every 100 fourth-year 
high-school students in the country are 
equipped for college, but St. Mary's gradu- 
ating class appears to have succeeded de- 
spite the odds.

It just breaks my 
heart to see the government's neglect of ed- 
cation. 

And then go to Sagada and see a school 
like St. Mary's: The teachers are dedicated 
and the students are enthusiastic about 
learning. Truly, Shangri-La still exists and I 
am healed a second time.

Top stars, new movies 
out to surprise viewers 


THE POPULARITY OF SEquels 
suggests that viewers love fa- 

iliar characters and situa- 
tions. But, if you aren't lucky 
enough to have a popular film 
franchise to profitably mine for 
one sequel after another, what 
do you do? You do your best to 
appeal to viewers’ other soft 
spot: their thirst for the differ- 
entand the unusual. 

Thats why filmmakers have 
been trotting out a wide range of 
"surprising" movies this year, the 
better to nudge bored viewers into 
exclaiming, “Hey, this T got to see!” 
Some attention-calling examples: 

For years now, movie westerns 
have been non-starters in the film 
race. But Brad Pitt has given the 
ignored film type a new lease оп 
life with the critical success of his 
latest starrer, "The Assassination of 
Jesse James by the Coward Robert 
Ford," for which Pitt won Best Ac- 
tor honors at the recent Venice film 
fest. 

War movies are also being 
filmed again, after some years of 
being similarly snubbed by film- 
makers and viewers. Clint East- 
wood has set the pace with his 
"two-fer" movies about the Battle 
of Iwo Jima, as seen from Ameri- 
can and Japanese perspectives. 

In both the new westerns and 
war dramas, the film types have 
undergone radical changes. 

In the old days, war and “cow- 
boy” films dramatized black-and- 
white situations in breast-beating 
"heroic" fashion. 

These days, westerns and war 
movies are more psychological in 
approach, challenging viewers to 
navigate a dark landscape in 
which the bad guys look and act 
like heroes, and vice-versa. 

In the area of films for women, 
the sex quotient has been revved 
up for today’s “experienced” fe- 
male viewers.

Can you discuss the ups and downs of an 
acting career?

Life has 
been good— have two legs, two arms and my 
sight is pretty good. I haven't had the flu in a 
couple of years (laughter). I travel a lot, to 
countries that are in turmoil. 

A part of me always walks with some kind of 
appreciation. My mother used to say "Whatev- 
егуоште going through, you have to always re- 
member that there's somebody out there who 
is going through it 10 times worse than you.” 
The good stuff has been so amazing, I want to 
wake up mornings remembering that. 


Why do you go to countries that are in tur- 
moil? 

T grew up in one of those countries. 1 don't 
think you can have a clear perspective or be ina 
position to talk about anything unless you've 
actually been there and seen it. Im always fas- 
cinated when people want to talk about African 
politics but they've never been to Africa. 

Tm interested in the world. People in those 
countries are some of the most beautiful that 
you'll ever meet because of their resilience and 
the fact that they've been tested so much. 


What do you have in common with Stuart, 
politically and personally? 

‘We have very similar views. But we're very 
much individuals first and then we're a couple. 
‘That has been our motto. I want him to have 
his opinions and he feels the same. 


How do you deal with each other's success- 
es and failures? 

"We don't think of it that way. He's had more 
successes in some areas than I have, and vice- 
versa, Our relationship isn't based on that. If 
that was the foundation of our relationship, 
‘weld be on very iffy ground. When you truly 
Jove somebody, you want the best for them. 


What is your favorite anecdote shared by a 
fellow thespian? 

Michael Caine told me once, “Tve made so 
many movies. Some of them I can't remember 
the titles. I don't remember how the critics felt 
about them or how they did at the box-office 
bur 1 can tell you specific, vivid memories of 
making those films. That is what I will remem- 
ber when [lie on my deathbed. 


‘The guys on the set of this movie said that 
you really got along with them. Do you tend 
to hang out more with men? 

I get along with the girls even better. I can to- 
tally hang out with the boys. But 1 am much 
more of a girls girl Ihave way more women in 
my life than I have men in my life. They are 
from all over the world. There are 35 of us, plus 
their friends and families—a makeshift family 
for myself. We go somewhere every Christmas 
and New Year. 

We rent a hotel. On Christmas Eve, before 
ме eat, we sing our national anthems. It takes 
two hours. So now we cut it to the first verse 
because of so many different nationali- 
ties--from Sri Lanka, Iran, Cuba, Ireland 
Some of them are in the business. Some don't 
even know the business.

Chef lan arranged a short seminar 
on airline catering for us—the do's and 
don'ts version—including a viewing of 
their current menu fresh off the pro- 
duction line. The meals were neatly 
and hygienically packed and compart- 
mentalized in foil trays, then heated 
for 15 minutes in the $10,000-combi- 
nation steam oven (the same one on 
the planes). 

Itwas quite a lot of information to di- 
gest, and frankly there were so many 
rules and procedures to contend with, 
thata seemingly simple dish like Beef 
Caldereta with Vegetables and Rice be- 
came as complicated to prepare for the 
plane asa Lobster Thermidore on land.

What is in-flight catering? 

Airline catering is unique. There are no. 
seasons on board an aircraft. Seasons are 
passing by when one goes on long flights. 
You enter the cabin in one country or state. 
ona summer, and after having a meal you 
enter another country or state where it is 
winter. 

With in-flight food operations, you han- 
dle many types of food and beverages that. 
come from land-based kitchens. Some are 
nearthe airport buta few are 30 minutes 
away or more, The catering manager, chef, 
cooks and store persons who handle and 
cook the food never or very rarely come in- 
to contact with the consumer of their 
cooked repast. 

Catering operations and kitchens can 
serve an aircraft that lands in quite a num- 


The subject matter is vast and complex. 
‘To prepare food for an airline, train or ship 
is not really any different from a hotel or 
restaurant, The logistics are just greater. 
Overall, one must rely on the team—from 
grower to market to kitchen to the sky. 


How many meals do you prepare a 
day? 
Eleven thousand meals a day. 


What are the biggest challenges in 
producing airline food? 

‘The biggest challenge is planning a 
menu aligned with the airline’s vision and 
then executing it. The menu is the key to all 
things. Planning a menu also faces the ev- 
er-new challenges of trends and ethno- 
graphic or local cuisine. After the menu. 
planning comes the sourcing of food and. 
also getting the quantity needed in condi- 
tions safe for consumption. 

Ensuring freshness from farm to plane is 
along and arduous journey for the food 
items. In-flight meals are subjected to a 
constant array of hands, dark rooms, 
chillers, small plates in tight spaces, then 
on to trucks and up to the aircraft, where 
the onboard guest service team takes over. 
Regenerated at 35,000 feet, the food has 
to handle well during turbulence. 

The hot meal can oftentimes be left in 
the oven longer (though no fault of the 
fight attendants) as everyone needs to be 
belted down. Meanwhile, the meals are 
getting stewed. The caterer ends up getting 
blamed! Thats why, as menu planners, we 
try to design robust food like braised and 
slow cooked dishes that produce tender 
meats.

Good business and good leadership 
demands self-mastery of the choices 
‘we make in our lives, As never before, 
managers at all levels must ask "how 
is the balance in my le? and have 
the courage to take control, by what 
ever means, to live a “quality of life." 
Otherwise we are likely to become a 
"hostage" to demands around us, caus- 
ing pain to those we love, our emplo- 
‘yees, and to ourselves, leading to seri- 
ous negative consequences Ii myth 
that tobe a high performer and to suc- 
ceed at the highest levels, work life- 
balance must be sacrificed. 

We can all establish pillars of life- 
balance that work for us. These pillars

The virtue of self- discipline 


A QUESTION POSED BY A JAPANESE 
client of mine on his observation of Fili- 
pino workers in his company, made me 
reflect: How come workers, when. 
they reach a certain level of productiv- 
ity, are not enthusiastic to improve 
performance? Instead, they get tired 
Easily and productivity в quick to lide. 
‘They are not able to move to the next 
level. 

'His question brought me back to 
when I was studying total quality ma- 
agement in Japan. We saw Japanese 
‘workers focus on solving a problem 
using the fishbone technique for hours 
Very quickly afterwards, they started 
to address the main cause and solved 
the problem. What witnessed was ће 
virtue of discipline. 

For our 8th L'eaming Moments co- 
Juma, I wish to talk about the virtue of 
self-discipline ina leader. According to 
Webster, discipline is “the art of disci- 
plining oneself, with regard to feelings, 
desires and will power.” 

Discipline, is defined as "training 
and conditioning to produce obedience 
and self-control. 

‘Why is self-discipline critical to self- 
leadership? Only with self-discipline 
сап we remain focused and able to 
deliver maximum results 

Self-discipline allows usto plod on 
not to quit, tll we produce clear and 
outstanding results. 

What are the key ingredients of self 
discipline? 

Let me begin with the art of disci- 
plining the will power. Here we see 
three dimensions: one, is the power of 
focus on the pursuit of the right goals, 
two is the total quality mindset and 
three is continuous improvement and 
innovation, 

Focus on goals 

Set goals and achieve them. Have a 
clear Vision of what you want to 
achieve. List your goals and write out 
in detail the action steps to achieve 
them. Then act to achieve them. Re- 
member the Chinese proverb, “The 
journey of a thousand miles begins 
With che first step." What happens 
‘when a person does not have goals? He 
tends to get distracted; he is in his 
comfort zone and tends to scatter his 
Energies over many activities 

NG management 101 favorite prin 
ciple is Pareto's Law. Very simply it is 
talled the 20-80 principle—20 percent 
ofthe things we do deliver 80 percent 


philanthropy), Additional pillars, such 
as spirituality and religion, community 
service and voluntary work, oraccumu- 
lation of wealth can be added if they 
are the right ones for you. Time is 
scarce and must be divided, to ensure 
balance is maintained across the pillars. 
Make balance sustainable 
Make sure that none of your pillars 
take over your life completely and 
overpower other pillars permanently.

Do things right 
the first time, This is important be- 
cause rework is muda as the Japa- 
nese would speak of waste. It takes 
discipline to write a memo right the 
first time, It takes discipline to pre- 
pare my things for work, I get every- 
thing | need packed right the first 
time. When I meet a client, 1 come 
prepared with all my questions so 
that I can get all the information 1 
need right the first time. 

Continuous improvement 

Three is continuous improvement 
or kaizen. Everyday, Ihavetodo 
better and better. The person who is 
open to leaming and seizes opportuni- 
ties for improvement in his or her 
‘work, soon discovers that close to per- 
fection is possible. The focus on con- 
tinuous improvement can also apply 
for the discipline of innovation. To pur- 
sue kaizen i tp possess the humility to 
recognize that leaming starts when one 
admits mistakes. One guideline I find 
most useful is the mantra for me “to 
do things today better than yesterday." 
Improvement can relate to both task 
and process. 

‘An example for me in improving a 
tak wil geta proposal done in an 
hour's time ifi did it for two hours yes- 
terday." An example forme of improv. 
ing process is, "Can I give clearer 
structions to my assistant today than 
yesterday?”

They also told me that it can run 
at a maximum speed of 40 
kilometers per hour, and carry a 
load of 840 kilograms. - 


But the best thing about the 
e-jeepney is that it's environment- 
friendly. This was proven to me 
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when I went for a ride. [t was a 
wonderful experience! The sounds 
from the surroundings were not 
drowned out by a noisy engine. I 
got a whiff of fresh air instead of 
the stench of smoke. .And now, 
that global warming is looming 
before us, it's good to know that 
this vehicle is not only pollutant- 
free, but runs on renewable 
energy as well. 


Right now, the e-jeepney can 
only be seen in the cities of Makati 
and Bacolod.

Let the 
Games 
begin! 


You're battling demons, hideous 
creatures and ruthless cyborgs in a 
bid to save the universe. Thank 
goodness you can log out anytime. 


The Department of Education may be 
pushing for the return of traditional games 
in schools, but kids today would more likely 
bat for interactive computer games instead. 
They may be living out virtual identities, but 
in the online world, they are part of 
communities with their own friends, foes 
and rules of engagement. 


Compared to traditional or real world 
games, however, online gaming has its 
limitations, and it's not always about 
hurdling the technology bar. We're talking 
of actual costs just to get started. 


For now, there are at least two ways to get 
into online gaming—and both carry a price 
tag. Even going gaming by your lonesome 
on your home computer can cost you. To 
download Internet games, which are huge 
files, your PC must have the minimum 
requirements for a gaming machine, 
specifically: Pentium IV 2Ghz chip, 1 Gb 
memory, 80 Gb hard disk, 128 Mb video 
card with effects accelerator and 17 in. flat 
screen monitor. The gaming package 
should set you back by at least P40,000 
with generic PCs, or upwards of P60,000 
with branded systems. 


Next, to get connected to the Internet, the 
modem your elder brother grew up with in 
the late '90s just won't cut it anymore. 
Experts say even the much-advertised 
broadband may still be pretty slow 
compared to a DSL connection. 
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Broadband operates like a TV antenna and 
its online connection may vary depending 
on weather conditions, which can affect the 
speed of access and downloads. DSL is 

‚ wired connection, and no external factors 
can affect online link, so access or 
downloads can proceed on promised 
speeds starting at 1.2 Mbps, or three times 
faster than broadband. A broadband 
subscription is about P1,000 per month 

| while DSL starts at about P2,000 a month, 

exclusive of the rental fee of cable modem, 

‚ and gets more expensive with higher 
access speeds. 


| Finally, you'll need to buy prepaid access 
cards of your favorite online game from 
Internet cafés or information kiosks in 

` malls. You need the access information on 

the card to enter the gaming site. You then 

establish your prepaid account on the 

game website, and just like an ATM card, 

all other information such as the points and 

credits you have accumulated will be 

maintained in the account you have 

| created. 


If you don't have the necessary hardware 
and connection for your PC, just buy a 
game card and visit the nearest Internet 
café. Log on to the game site, establish 
your account and go gaming till your card 
balance runs out. You also have to provide 
for Internet use, which starts at P20 per 
hour in neighborhood shops.

A word of caution: Just like an ATM card, 
game access information and your online 

; identity should be guarded against snoops 
and petty thieves. You can lose all the

and the biggest market of 
all-online gamers spending 
around six hours a day in 
battles and quests, who literally 
begin to look like zombies until 
they reach Level 60. 


So, within a few minutes of 
typing in my order, | had my 
huge bowl of ramen, a large 
plate with ten pieces of 
dumplings and my bottle of 
water. Very efficient, very 
impressive. 
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The soup was boiling hot and | 
| offered some to Sargeras, who 
gave in to the smell of real food 
and had some. Mimicking me, 
he exclaimed with the same 
goofy smile, “It's an explosion 
of flavors!" It was an explosion, 
| alright: the heat almost burns 
your tongue while the spiciness 
wakes up your senses and 
brings back energy you'd 
forgotten ever existed.

Where would | go? Don't tell 
too many people but Old Swiss 
Inn on Makati Ave (by Manila 
Pen) is open 24 hours and they 
have free wi-fi.

It's a 
flatbed of cheese on two plates, 
with baby potatoes calmly lying 
atop them. For your main

It's been described as the world's 
marketplace, but it often involves meet- 
ups, couriers, wire transfers, service 
charges and shipping costs. With all that 
bother, why are more Filipinos getting : 
hooked on eBay? | 


Ат FIRST glance, Czarina Denise D. | 
Flores looks like your typical college 
student--winsome and smart. But on eBay | 
Philippines (www.ebay.ph), the Assumption 
College junior (eBay ID: Czari) becomes a 
seller of books and other items with a 
perfect feedback of 100 percent. That 
means everyone that Flores has sold 
something to emerged satisfied from the 
transaction. 


Yet it was only in July last year that Flores 
discovered eBay. "| was only a buyer at 
first," she says. "I found it fun to browse 
items. And so | signed up for my account 
and bought stuff." The items ranged from 
skin products to books. Then Flores looked 
around her house. "After that, | decided to 
sell some stuff, too." Flores now sells 
whenever she can. She's sold everything 
from an electric guitar to Gabriel Garcia- 
Marquez books for five pesos. "It's an e- 
book," Flores explains. "Some sell e-books 
for higher prices, but | prefer to sell them 
for five bucks; the cheaper, the better." 


All this is made possible by the eBay 
platform. Essentially, a seller opens an 
account, then posts listings of items up for 
sale—sometimes with photos—and then 
holds an auction (usually for seven days, 
and the best bid wins), or opts for Buy It 
Now, which is exactly what it sounds like. 
Here is where everything becomes serious: 
the buyer must first pay for the item and its 
shipping costs before the seller sends it. 
After the transaction, both buyer and seller 
are allowed to leave feedback on each 
other as a tip for others who might want to 
deal with them in the future. 


That is why Flores' perfect feedback is one 
of her biggest asset as an eBay seller. 
Keeping track of such transactions is also 
eBay's strongest suit, aside from it being 
"convenient for both buyer and seller," says 
Flores. For one, this seller makes sure she 
gets the payment first, either through wire 
transfer, gcash or autoload. She then 
sends the items through courier simply by 
texting the courier and then leaving the 
package for pickup. "But usually, to be fair, 
everything's done at the same time. While 
the buyer sends the money, | prepare the 
package and send it," Flores says. “One 
time, | had a buyer interested in a pair of 
shoes, but she wasn't sure it would fit her. 
So, | sent the shoes to her first. It fit. And 
then she paid for it through wire transfer. " 


There is a unique aspect to eBay 
Philippines in that meet-ups (where the 
seller and the buyer actually meet in 
person to exchange payment and goods) is 
the preferred option. "It's cheaper," 
explains Flores. The usual eBay deal often 
involves shipping and service charges for 
payments made through wire transfer. At 
the original eBay site, credit cards were the 
dominant currency, thanks to eBay-owned 
Paypal, says Flores. In eBay Philippines, 
however, other means of payment are 
available, including through cellphones. 
"Easier to communicate that way," she 
says. "E-mail takes time and it's also 
difficult to check my e-mail all the time 
when | get busy with school work."

: It isn't all fun, though. Flores hates dealing 


with what she calls "joy bidders," people 
who bid just for kicks and have no plans lo 
actually pay. Online auctions are nothing 
new to lech-savvy Pinoys. Bidshot and 
Auction.ph have their own devotees, as 
well as the advantage of having launched 
much earlier. But eBay Philippines, 
launched in November, 2004 from 
California, was no lightweight. It was the 
inevitable local offspring of eBay 
(www.ebay.com), the world's marketplace, 
with over 125 million customers worldwide. 
Founded in 1995 by Pierre Omidyar, eBay 
became a lynchpin of the Internet 
revolution by introducing an entirely new 
kind of marketplace, with sellers and 
buyers from all over the world turning 
"eBay" into a buzzword. 


“The launch of eBay Philippines brings our 
successful online marketplace to a growing 
Internet market in Asia," said eBay 
International senior vice president Bill 
Cobb in a statement about the launch. 
"eBay's global community already includes 
many thousands of members in the 
Philippines, and we are happy to provide 
them with their own dedicated website." 


The mothership, eBay.com or just plain 
eBay, is home to Filipino sellers as well, 
sellers who ship internationally. Such is the 
case of Greattoysonline.com (eBay ID: 
greattoys-greattoys). Founded in 2003, 
Greattoys is a thriving concern that sells

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Net Gains---and Losses 


For as low as P20 an hour, Filipinos can click into a world where they can meet 
friends from abroad, fight virtual wars, find a date, rip off the system or, in 
some cases, earn cellphone load by catering to voyeurs. 


THEYRE cramped. | visited one hole-in- 
the-wall Internet shop with four computer 
stations fitted into 15 square meters of 
space, but for only P20 an hour, they open 
a new world to the Filipino masa. 


What do people do in these low-cost 
Internet cafés? Not research, | found out. 
These places are popular because they're 
portals for Filipino congeniality, a way to 
keep in touch with and meet new people. 
The cafes use 21st century technology to 
fulfill some rather old-fashioned needs. 


Walk through the humblest Internet cafe 
and you enter a global network that allows 
someone in Davao to meet someone 
farther off—maybe not Darfur yet, but 
Dublin and Dhaka are very real 
possibilities. And Net users can do this in 
the most unexpected ways, for example, 
gaming. Nothing too sophisticated like 
Second Life here; much of it are the more 
competitive war games that allow kids in 
Manila to pit their skills with others 
elsewhere in the world. 


The games are for a younger male crowd 
and they eventually move on to other sites 


those like Friendster, the site name 
recently voted one of the "Salita ng Taon" 
(word of the year). Friendster continues the 
tradition of pen-pals and those midnight 
phone calls that went, "Hilu, puede pong 
mag-ponepal?" For more ancient Filipinos, 
let me explain that Friendster is similar to 
the old "autograph book.” The more people 
you had signing your autograph book, the 
higher your status. Same thing with 
Friendster, except that you post your 
picture together with a few hundred friends 
from all over the world. In the context of 
Filipino congeniality, it's a way of saying: 
"Hey, I'm this popular.” There's the gender 


| factor too: guys usually boast about all the 


girls in their site, hinting of some kind of 
romantic link. 


Internet cafes also allow people to visit 
dating sites, where information posted is 
much more detailed, to include hobbies, 
political views, even sexual preferences. 
The dating sites help find one a match. 
People go by the photographs posted but 
are rightly suspicious, so others insist on 
seeing a real face via a web camera (which 


| even the cheap cafes have). These sites 
| have opened new possibilities for people

in such establishments. People do end up 
with virtual dating, and if they feel good 
about each other, can go for a face-to-face 
encounter or what is called "eyeballing." 


' There are risks involved in Net socializing, 


though. The anonymity of the Net breeds 
predators who prey on the young and the 
gullible. | worry too about how the Internet 
might be projecting an "ugly Filipino" 
image. One website has warned Filipinos 
to be more courteous in chatting. Another 
website has banned Filipinos from posting 
because of so many cases of young 
Pinoys telling sob stories to older gay men 
and asking them to send money. And, it 
seems Filipinos have also been acquiring 
some degree of notoriety in the area of 


| Internet porn, including some homespun 


amateur efforts—young girls offering 
voyeurs a "peek" of themselves through a 


‚ web cam, for a small fee. How small? A 
: cellphone load. 


; The cafes are evolving. | predict they'll 


eventually become phone stations as well, 
offering low-income Filipinos access to 
Skype and other similar low-cost Internet 
phone call services. This will be a real 
boon given our diaspora. 


Paradoxically, while Internet cafés have 
expanded opportunities for socializing, 
they've also encouraged people to create 
their own insulated worlds. Customers can 
walk in and for P60, choose 18 songs to 
burn on a CD or copy directly into their 
MP3 player. You'd be surprised too at the 
number of songs these Internet cafés have 
on stock, and which the café staff can 
identify if you can just hum a decent 
version of the tune. On your next ride on 
the LRT or MRT, catch all those blissful 
faces among the commuters, as they listen 
to their MP3 players packed with songs 
downloaded from computer in Net cafes. 


Internet cafés do reflect where the country 
is today. In many ways, they allow Filipinos 
to subvert the system, with ripped-off 
songs for example. On the other hand, the 
cafés sometimes reflect our despair. There 
are Filipinos who go to Net cafés hoping to 
meet someone from "abroad," who will take 
them away from wherever they are now. 


Who knows though? Internet cafés still 
have an old-fashioned function as a 
watering-hole, and yes, there have been 
stories of people who go to a café hoping 
to meet someone "abroad" but who end up 
falling in love with the person at the next 
computer. Someone should do a TV series, 
quick, and call it "Buhay Internet (The 
Internet Life)." •

Missa Petri, who crunches numbers | 


for a big Japanese company in Frankfurt, 
Germany, knows quite well how it feels to 
be homesick. 


“When | first moved here, | remember 
longing for the familiar and looking for 
people who could make me feel like | 
belong,” she recounts. "And when | 
couldn't find them locally, | sought and 
found solace in the World Wide Web. Not 
only did the Internet make it easier to keep 
in touch with the people I've left behind, it 
also gave me the company | sought and 
needed. | found people who could 
empathize and sympathize with me, fellow 
homesick Filipino expatriates.” 


The words are from the first editorial of 
PINOYexpats (www.pinoyexpats.org), an e- 
zine for Filipino expatriates, of which Petri 
is founder and editor. 


PINOYexpats attests to the impact of the 
Internet revolution on the daily lives of a 
growing number of Filipinos. In this Age of 
the Internet, your neighbors are no longer 
necessarily the people who physically live 
near you. They could weli be Internet users 
from halfway across the globe who share 
the same interests as you. 


In the case of Jim Ayson, one of the 
pioneers of the Internet in the Philippines, 
his love for music led him to found the 
multi-awarded PhilMusic.com 
(www.philmusic.com), which began as a 
mailing list on iPhil in 1996 before 
becoming a music website in February 
2007. 


"When PhilMusic started in the early days 


and Eskwela.com 


| of the Internet in the Philippines, | was 

| active in the Usenet group 

' soc.culture.filipino," recalls Ayson. "I 

"noticed that a lot of Fil-Ams had an archaic 
and unhip view of Philippine popular 
music. They tended to discuss only acts

thought it would be a good eye-opener to 

discuss rock and jazz and other hipper

| pop." 


Adds Ayson: "The website was originally 
intended to promote the Philippine music 
scene on the Internet. In recent years the 
emphasis has been on providing a 
resource for Philippine musicians to 
discuss gear, gigs, recordings and other 
concerns specific to musicians." 


Meanwhile, Pinoy Exchange 

| (www.pinoyexchange.com) was born 
because of the Filipinos' love for 
basketball. Mike Palacios, general 
manager of PinoyExchange and managing 
director of its mother company Havoc 
Digital, shares his story: "PinoyExchange 
was started in July 1999 by brothers Nix 
and Mike Nolledo, along with friends Jude 
Turcuato and myself. We originally 
promoted the site via the UAAP with the 
tagline 'After the game, speak your mind 
on PinoyExchange!' The original audience 
consisted of college basketball 
fans—mostly alumni. We've since 
expanded to over 35 discussion 
categories—from love to sports to 
technology.” 


The online community has 215,000 

members, mostly in the 18-28 age group, 
with 25 percent of the users living outside 
the Philippines, Palacios shares. He adds 


md 


that PinoyExchange is also leveraging its 
| success as an online community to venture 
: into e-commerce through a partnership 
| between Havoc Digital and MyAyala.com. 


| Over the past few years, social networking 


has become popular particularly among 
younger people who rely on sites such as 
Friendster, MySpace and Facebook to 
keep in touch with family and friends. 

It was the desire to address this need with 
a homegrown site that led co-founder 
Terence Pua to launch Eskwela.com 
(www.eskwela.com) in October 2006. 
Eskwela.com now has close to 100,000 
members. 


Asked what makes Eskwela.com different 
from other social networking sites, Pua 
replies, “Our competitive advantage is our 
database. This is manually entered and 
vetted through to make sure everything is 


| correct. We don't have fake profiles or dual 


profiles (like in other social networking 
sites). Thus, Eskwela is very clean.” 


With people spending so much time online, 
aren't they in danger of becoming anti- 
social, one might ask. On the contrary, 
online communities not only allow you to 
make new friends, they can actually also 
enhance your real-life relationships. 


^| actually met one of my closest guy 
friends online,” says LJ Regalado, 
Eswela.com's founding engineer who 
developed the site. “Online communities 
are already part of the Filipino lifestyle. 
These days, aside from opening their e- 
mail account, Netizens also check their 
online community account. Funny, but 
some people even check it first before their

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Tue Internet used to be an excitingly 
untamed place. Like the pre-Martial Law 
Plaza Miranda in the real world, it was 
open, crowded, noisy and wild. Then 
vandals started defacing the web sites, 
attracting the attention of authorities who 
have since tried to set restrictions on what 
the rest of us could see or find on the Net. 


On top of that, computer viruses brought 
home the fact that real threats lurk even in 
the virtual world. Private citizens feared the 
prospect of deadly infection turning to junk 
their investments in hardware and 
software. It was enough to support an 
industry of anti-virus software developers. 


Then came a viral variant ingeniously 
named "I Love You," put together 
purportedly by a Filipino programmer, 
which infected e-mail systems worldwide 
and caused damages of up to $10 billion in 
productivity losses in the post-industrial 
West. Before the 21st century could begin 
in earnest, the millennium bug threatened 


to pull the plug on human civilization as we · 


know it, though nothing terrible actually 
came to pass. 


To protect against technology-driven 
hazards like viruses, the best antidote has 
been technology-based measures. Internet 
surfers install anti-virus software to detect 
and disarm viral intrusions from within and 
without, including spam or unsolicited e- 
mail. Web developers and Internet service 
providers put up firewalls that limit 
unauthorized entry into their domain. This 
prescription pits technology against itself, 
the only difference being whether the 
application is for offense or defense. 


But the adverse impact of the "I Love You" 
virus pushed the panic button, so to speak. 
When the resulting investigation showed 
the absence of a legal framework to 
prosecute the offender, much less gather 
evidence against him, Filipino lawmakers 
were compelled to fast-track the passage 
of the e-Commerce Act. Before the Act 
was enacted, no specific law or regulation 
could address and resolve issues, such as 
hacking, arising from a new platform called 
the Internet. Legislation, it was presumed, 
would provide some teeth to the defensive 
posture of technological antidote. 


These days, the e-Commerce Law is often 
invoked in the never-ending contention on 
whether music and movies downloaded 
from the Internet are illegal or not, and who 
should impose order in the wake of 


unrestricted piracy on the wild Web frontier.

dissemination of copyrighted materials in a 
manner that infringes on intellectual 
property rights.

The e-Commerce Act protects intellectual 
property (IP) rights in the sense that the 
Act provides penalties for violations of 
various IP rights. IP Philippines is seeking 
to toughen existing laws even further by 


adding a wider scope to their coverage.

legislation of online law and order in the 
country. 


The more controversial offenses reportedly 
being committed on the Net, among them 
cybercrimes like child pornography and 


‚ wholesale bank fraud, are not expressly 


included in the e-Commerce Act. Cristobal 
thinks that these crimes can be redressed 
by specific provisions in the existing penal 
code, the Consumer Act, the child rights 
law and, in the case of gross financial 
misdeeds, regulations by the Bangko 
Sentral ng Pilipinas and the Department of 
Finance. 


¦ Cristobal accepts that the applicable laws 


today carry harsher punishments and, 


‚ therefore, provide stronger deterrence 
; against criminal acts. Still, the e- 
: Commerce Act adds significant weight to 


the burden of proven offenders if and when 


, they are haled to court. 


Acts in violation of the good intents of the 
e-Commerce Law are punishable by fines 
and imprisonment. Offenses covered by 
the law are hacking or cracking, which 
refers to unauthorized entry into computer 
systems, including the introduction of 
harmful viruses, and piracy or the 
unauthorized copying, reproduction and

Paopuers of doom 
notwithstanding, these are 
boom times for music. 

The compact disc might be 
dead, and the music business 
as we know it dying, but make 
no mistake, there's more music 
being made—and listened 
to—than ever before. 


It's just that the local industry 
hasn't figured out yet how to 
make money off file sharing, 
the dominant form of music 
distribution. While Apple quickly 
cornered the market with 
iTunes, cutting heavily into the 
CD retailing business, no 
comparable local model has yet 
emerged. 


But there can be little doubt 
that the future of local music 
will be digital. And it won't wait 
for the Philippines to be online. 


Already, savvy entrepreneurs 
armed only with a PC and a 
dream have set up music

voice should. It's the same 
voice TV audiences heard 
singing the theme of "Maria 
Flor de Luna."

Acel also has the distinction of 
being the first local artist to 
release an album without a CD. 
That's right, the album "Silver 
Lining" will be available only 
online, at least for the moment. 
A CD release down the road 
remains a possibility, but for 
now it's available by download 
only. 


"Almost all new releases are 
available as digital downloads, 
but mine is the first album to be 
released without an actual CD," 
says the slender, waifish and 
hard-to-believe-she's-32 Acel, 
Maria Cecilia Bisa van Ommen 
in real life. 


Two songs from the album, 
"Pakiusap" and "Laugh and 
Cry" are already enjoying 
airplay and video exposure. If 
these songs tickle the listener's 
fancy, they'll have to go online, 
either to www.acelbisa.com, 
Acel's fansite, or to 
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Catching 
the Blog 


Once dismissed as a confessional 
journal or a shameless attempt at 
self-promotion, blogs have now 
become respectable websites on 
the Net, with bloggers perceived to 
be highly literate and upwardly 
mobile individuals who can influence 
the multitude. 


IN this digital age, people don't just 
exchange mobile phone numbers and e- 
mail addresses. They've also begun 
swapping web and blog addresses. 


Having a blog is a badge of honor among 
serious Internet users. It's like saying: "I 
have an online home, you have yours. You 
visit me and I'll visit you." 


As they read and comment on each other's 
posts, bloggers form friendships and build 
an online society like no other. This is 
known as the blogosphere, where 
members converse, share ideas, join 
forces for some common cause, arrange to 
meet face-to-face, and, yes, differ and 
bicker. 


Bloggers are arguably the créme de la 
creme of Internet users. Their demography 
reveals that they are young (15-35), highly 
literate, and upwardly mobile. They are 
perceived as an influential group that can 
persuade people, mold public opinion and 
even sell products. 


An indication of how influential bloggers 
have become is the fact that big business 
has started paying attention to them. Globe 
Telecom began the trend of gathering 
bloggers in product launches and other 
events. SM Hypermarket elevated it a 
notch higher with blogger parties, a 
blogging contest, and blogsites of its own.

Product development and the marketing 
staff of food companies are known to 
monitor food blogs to feel the consumers' 
pulse. Restaurants like Portico and Max's 
Fried Chicken invite bloggers to sample 
their menu and ambiance. Meanwhile, the 
number of businesses placing advertising 
spots on high-traffic blogs is growing as 
well. 


Blogging power was palpably 
demonstrated recently when a newspaper 
columnist who earned the public ire with 
her elitist remarks against OFWs, buckled 
down, apologized and offered to resign 
after bloggers started an online campaign 
against her. 


Already questions are being asked of blogs 

| as a new medium of "citizen journalism." 
Will they threaten paper-and-ink 
newspapers and magazines? Will they 
edge out the more traditional websites? 
How much more impact can they make on 
doing business? 


Blogging wasn't too respectable in the late 
1990s, when the first blogs appeared. Back 
then, a blog was little more than an online 
diary or journal of events. It was at first 
dismissed as an easy, sleazy way of 
publicly revealing or promoting oneself. 


Today, there are an estimated 200,000 
Pinoy bloggers—from about 40,000 a year 
ago--and hundreds of different kinds of 
blogs. Many are still very personal and 
journal-like. Some are philosophical, 
political, family-oriented. There are blogs

for every hobby or interest imaginable: 
sports, music, entertainment, food, home, 
arts and crafts, fashion and style, health 
and fitness.

mostly toys and collectibles through brick- 
and-mortar stores in Greenhills, Makati and 
Manila. Malvin John Lim, 27, and his 
brother Jesus, Jr., 31, are the proprietors. 
Two years before it had a physical store, 
Greattoys was already selling its wares on 
eBay. Lim also sells on Bidshot, and is 
presently pondering the idea of selling on 
Auction.ph. He notes however that eBay is 
special because of the “brand name 
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backing and integration of eBay.ph with 
eBay." He cites several advantages of 
selling on eBay: “lower operating expenses 
and (better) product exposure online 
compared to the walk-in store." 


Greattoys, claims Lim, is doing very well on 
eBay, with "approximately 200 
transactions" monthly. In fact Greattoys has 
an eBay slate of over 5,000 transactions. 
Aside from the toys, such as Transformers 
and Star Wars, Lim says they sell a lot of 
Li-ning Shaquille O'Neal basketball shoes 
and RekindledMoments.com Scrapbooking 
products. And though he sells on eBay's 
main site, Lim says his Philippines-based 
eBay clients can pick up the items 
themselves at any of his stores. 


But challenges remain even for a seller 
with such a high volume of sales. Lim says 


| he has to overcome concerns about 


payment methods, as well as his pet 
peeve, "bogus sellers and unserious 


¦ buyers." That last bit is important because 


Lim, like many sellers on eBay, is a buyer 
as well. Lim's eBay presence is so serious 
that he actually has an eBay store, which is 
a dedicated page for his items instead of 
just having them lumped with items from 
other sellers. Indeed, Lim gets what he 
sells on eBay from his store, "to have 
access to a bigger client base." 


With such a large turnover, Lim did his 
homework and found the shipping method 
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that best suited him, as he is selling to 
buyers in the United States for example. 
He also notes that eBay boasts of eBay 
seller protection: “If buyers don't pay, you 
can file a 'non-paying bidder warning,' and 
most buyers immediately act upon the 
warning. Those who don't pay also risk 
being kicked out of eBay." 


“Flores and Lim both advise prospective 
eBay sellers to craft honest and accurate 
descriptions of their items and take new 
photographs of the actual products for 

| sale. "Buyers would like to see what the 

| product really looks like," she clarifies. She 
says it would be possible for Filipino sellers 

to sell full-time like their American 

counterparts, but not just yet. eBay 

Philippines, she says, is still a work-in- 

progress. "On a rating of one to ten, | 

would rate it a five." Lim agrees: "There's 
still a lot of work to be done."

You then build resources for your 
chosen race and scheme to attack the 
other races. A major distraction are the 
Chip Wars that happen periodically and 
last for three hours, with the winner 
rewarded with access to a mine load of 
riches. The game also has its pseudo- 
educational feature, wherein a player 
manages a race's economy to improve its 
war chest. In the end, "RF Online" offers 
cool battle scenes that will feed your lust 
for blood over solid plots and storylines. 


R.O.S.E. Online 

Short for "Rush On Seven Episodes," 
"R.O.S.E" looks and feels like "Ragnarok" 
viewed and played as MMORPG anime.

THanks to advances in technology, 
today's entrepreneurs no longer have to set 
up shop to sell their goods or advertise 
their services. They now have the option to 
just invest in an eye-catching, informative 
and easy-to-use website targetting millions 
of Internet users as potential clients. 


This is exactly what artist Charie Altea, 
accessories maker Veronica Maclang, chef 
Jill Busuego and personal care products 
maker Cathy Mahusay did. 


Altea sells paintings on canvas and 
pendants made of mother-of-pearl. Since 
most of her art clients are based abroad, it 
did not make sense for her to put up a 
store in the country. 


A website---www.cheriealtea.com--that 
can easily be accessed by clients abroad 
seemed more logical and easier on the 
pocket. The 30-year-old Altea says she 
spent minimal costs for professionals to put 
up her site two years ago and spends 
about $75 a year to maintain it. The costs 
vary depending on the memory consumed 
by the site.

"It will cost more if your site has animation 
and moving objects because they use up 
more memory. Since mine is static, | don't 
need that much memory,” she says. Clients 
log on to her site, check out her products 
and then either e-mail or contact her by 
phone to place orders. Her site is just a 
"window" to her products, transactions are 
consummated offline. 


The cost of setting up and maintaining a 
website is “nothing" compared to the 
expense and headache of getting space in 
a mall, for instance, and it suits Altea just 
fine. 


From just featuring paintings and mother- 
of-pearl accessories when she set up the 
website in 2005, Altea is now into 
producing notecards and other stuff 
featuring her art. Soon, she will venture 
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; clients cost her less than P10,000.

chose to do. 


For Chef Jill Ignacio-Busuego, running a 
business through a 
website—www.deliciosophilippines.com— 
has another major benefit aside from lower 
costs; it allows her to spend more time with 
her 5-year-old twin sons. “If | have a 
restaurant, | will have to be there every 
day. With just a website, | can choose to 
have my weekends free. It is easier and 
more convenient," Busuego says. 


Maclang sells her line of accessories 
through her one-year-old 
www.aritosjewellery.multiply.co. The 25- 
year-old designer says that she is happy 
with her site because it did not cost her a 
lot to put it up and yet she gets to reach 
out to a huge online community. With a 
growing clientele, she has expanded her 
products to include her other artistic 
pursuits, such as costume design. 


She says she invested a little over P15,000 
in her website that went live in March this 
year, mainly to get connected to a payment 
facility. 


Mahusay shares the same experience and 
agrees that running a business around a 
website is more efficient because she does 
not need to stock up on inventory. She can 
also run the business from home. 
All she needs is a computer to keep track 

“of her orders through her one-month-old 
www.bathandbodydesserts.multiply.com. 
The 36-year-old entrepreneur, who also 

: runs a dance school, says she invested 

¦ P15,000 in her initial inventory and easily 

. recovered the investment. “The response 
has been very good; actually, surprisingly 

| good," Mahusay says. 


This means that clients can check out her 
products—all the photos and descriptions 
are there—and pay for them online through 
credit card. The design and execution of 
her website that features her menus, South 
Beach diet options and testimonials by 


Busuego says she has a small kitchen and 
10 employees to help her out. 


Clients can choose to pick up their orders 
themselves or have them delivered 
because she doesn't have dine-in facilities, 
says this chef. But her customers don't 
seem to mind, judging from her widening 
client base, with orders coming from as far 
as Davao. "| am also getting known 
through word of mouth without having to 
put up my own store," she adds. 


: Donald Lim, president and CEO of leading 
. website www.yehey.com says, however, 
, that while many companies are 
establishing an online presence, it will take 
a long while before transactions online can 
put a dent on sales through actual retail 
outlets. Lim estimates that online sales, 
even in established markets such as the 
United States, account for less than 10 
percent of retail sales. 


But if entrepreneurs are not willing to shell 
out some cash for a website, then there are 
the free sites to choose from—like the 
popular social networking site 
multiply.com—to display items for sale, 


But this has not discouraged entrepreneurs 
from going online.

site, and log in. 


“They'll need to get a prepaid 
card and an electronic PIN ata 
load or card central like 
Netopia, and log in at the 
website. Then they can 
download the songs at P12 per 
song,” she explains. 


You heard that right, P12 per 
song. Compare that with 
iTunes’ 99 cents (about P44) 
per song—or the current P250 
per CD—and do the math. 


Acel admits it's a stab into the 
unknown. “We don't have any 
feedback yet as to how the 
downloads are doing,” she 
says. “We also don't know if 
any anti-piracy software has 
been installed, but we think this 
is the next phase.” 


Although she only decided to 
go solo this year, Acel is 
already a veteran of the music 
scene, having come of age 
during the immediate post- 
Eraserheads alternative music 
boom of the mid-'90s. 


As an angsty, Doc Martens-clad 
punkette, Acel cut her teeth at 
the legendary venue Club 
Dredd with her first band, 
Orphan Lily. "I never thought | 
would be a performer," she 
says. "I grew up insecure and 
with an inferiority complex 
because throughout high 
school, | had to wear a body 
brace for my scoliosis." 
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Acel on her music: "It's emotional with stellar melodies." 


But she also grew up with a 
love for music. Her parents, 
both professors of creative 
writing, literature and grammar 
in Filipino and noted textbook 
authors, had a taste for 
Broadway musicals. Her elder 
brother was also into theater 
and influenced her toward the 
performing arts. So when a 
neighbor asked her to join his 
band, Acel immediately said 
yes. 


"If you love what you're doing, 
you'll really work to overcome 
whatever hinders you from 
doing that," she says. "But even 
then, it took me years to 
overcome my shyness. At Club 
Dredd, | would sing with my 
eyes closed. | just stood there 
like a stump. But the other 
bands around encouraged and 
helped me out, and kind of 
mentored me in a way. They'd 
say, ‘Acel, tumingin ka naman 


sa tao.” 


Eventually, she overcame her 
shyness, she says, because 
she had to shout Orphan Lily's 
angsty, pop-punk lyrics. Orphan 
Lily managed to land a record 
deal with Polyeast Records, but 
disbanded soon after. Acel's 
next outfit, Moonstar 88, was a 
mellower and more commercial 
proposition, steeped in Acel's 
love for singer-songwriter 
music by the likes of the 
Sundays and Tori Amos. They 
immediately landed a record 
deal and released their debut 
"Popcorn" in 2001. The band 
scored with "Torete," and 
followed up with a second 
album "Press to Play." 


Meanwhile, Acel was 
discovering a talent for 
songwriting, inherited perhaps 
from her parents' literary 
proclivities. "І started writing 
after | left Orphan Lily. | wrote 


almost all the songs for 
Moonstar's first album," she 
recalls. "Then for the second 
album, | encouraged the other 
members to write so we divided 
the songwriting duties. | write 
mostly in English, but a lot of 
people who've heard me, say 
my strength is in Tagalog lyrics 
and how | sing them.” 


їп 2004, Асе! left Moonstar 88 
to marry her Dutch-Indonesian- 
Nepali fiancee and take a two- 
year hiatus from music. During 
that time, she helped a friend 
set up and manage a recording 
studio. But watching other 
artists recording their songs 
rekindled her love for music, 
and by last year, she had 
already written enough material 
for her solo debut. Earlier this 
year, she signed with 
Cornerstone Talent 
Management, the same outfit 
managing glamor-boy Sam 
Milby, which helped set her solo 
career in motion. 


Acel describes her current 
music as “easy listening, 
relaxed driving 
music"---perhaps a reflection of 
her settled life and matured 
outlook on things. “It's 
emotional, with stellar 
melodies," she says, admitting 
to being influenced by Brit pop 
by the likes of Keane, Coldplay 
and U2. 


"My sister-in-law, who's a 
graphic artist, told me, 'when | 
listen to your music I feel like 
I'm swimming under the 
stars."
